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ECONOMIC SPAIN 


ECONOMIC PERFORMANCE FOR 1981 EVALUATED 
Madrid COMERCIO E INDUSTRIA in Spanish 28 Feb 82 p 4 


[Text] For the month of December 1981 the Consumer Price Index rose by 1.6 
percent and for the whole of 1981 the index jumped by 14.4 percent, a figure 
that was 0.1 percent below the estimate projected by the government. A com- 
parison of the increase in the Consumer Price Index in 1981 with that of 1980 
indicates a further slowdown in the inflation rate which, in 1981, slid by 
0.8 percent compared to 1980 and by 1.2 and 2.1 percent compared to 1979 and 
1978, respectively. 


However, December 1981 saw a rise in the monthly growth rate of the 1981 
Consumer Price Index considering that if we compare it with the evolution 
of the index for November 1981--0.8 percent--December evidenced an increase 
of 0.8 percent. 


The major increase in December 1981, which exceeded the price level rise in 
the corresponding month of the four earlier fiscal years, was a rise of 

2.3 percent in the food, beverages, and tobacco sector. However, the element 
most responsible for the jump was medical services, which shot up by 2.5 
percent. The housing sector rose by 1.9 percent; transportation and com- 
munications by 1.4 percent; househvu.d supplies and services by 0.9 percent; 
clothing and footwear by 0.8 percent; and finally, cultural and leisure 
activities by 0.4 percent. 


For the year as a whole the annual inflation by sector yielded the following 
results: food, beverages, and tobacco, 13.6 percent; housing, 17 percent; 
transportation, 15.2 percent; cultural and leisure activities, 14.8 percent; 
medical services, 14.5 percent; household expenditures, 11.9 percent; and 
clothing, 11.8 percent. 


If we compare the trends among the various sectors which make up the index we 
see how, in comparison to 1980, food witnessed more inflation even though it 
was below the general price rise. Contrariwise, the housing and transporta- 
tion sectors saw a higher price rise than the general index. 


If we compare the result of the inflation of 1981 in Spain with that of the 
EEC we notice a differential of nearly 2 percentage points to our dis- 
advantage. This suggests the effort that Spain will have to make in 1982. 








Unemp loyment 


The unemployment figures noted in December 1981 represented 13.57 percent o4 
the economically active population. In absolute terms this meant inst there 
were 1,743,189 people who were jobless. If the unemployment situation in 


December 1981 is compared with that of November, one notices an increase in 
unemployed of 48,617. 


The net increase in total unemployed in December 1981 compared to the cor- 
responding month of 1980 indicates a growth of 327,500 individuals in the 
total number of jobless. 


In terms of sectors unemployment statistics in December 1981 yielded the 
following results: agriculture, 83,431 individuals; industry, 436,057; 
construction, 407,512; services, 446,158; and among the group categorized 

as without prior employment, a total of 370,631 were jobless. Regarding 

our province, the figures broken down by sectors are as follows: agriculture, 
326 [sic] individuals; industry, 45,086; construction, 39,288; services, 
53,335; without previous employment, 43,425; total, 181,461 unemployed 
individuals. 


Elsewhere, slight hope may be derived from the analysis of the evolution of 
the survey of the economically active population in the third quarter of 
1981 since, even though the unemployment figures grew, they did so ata 
lower rate than in the earlier periods. 


For the third quarter the survey of the economically active population showed 
how the number of employed people dropped by 8,000 which, compared to the 
100,000 or the 130,000 of the earlier quarters, is really encouraging. 


Industrial Production 


The results of the Survey of Industrial Activities for December 1981 were 
recently published. They reflect a generalized improvement in most of the 
variables which they examined. 


In the aforementioned survey, aggregate demand for the entire industrial 
sector excluding construction showed a rise of 6 points compared to November 
1981. Within this variable the capital goods sector stood at 9 percent above 
the November figure; the intermediate goods sector indicated an improvement 
of 10 points; while the consumer goods sector was 5 points better than in 
November. Nevertheless, all these indexes stood below those projected as 
normal in the survey. 


Inventories of finished products saw an improvement of 2 points compared to 
the earlier month for the whole of industry excluding construction. The 
other sectors also witnessed improvements and in this sense one can single 
out the capital goods sector which evidenced a 6-point rise compared to 
November 1981. 








Finally, the production variable, also analyzed in this survey, increased by 
8 points compared to a drop of 3 points registered in the previous month. 
The capital goods sector rose from minus 4 points in November to plus 10 
points in December 1981; intermediate goods increased from plus 1 point in 
November to plus 10 points in December; and the consumer goods sector went 
from minus 5 points in November to plus 6 points in December 1981. 


One can notice from these results the halt in the downslide. observed in the 
past few months even though it will be necessary to analyze the successive 
surveys of the next few months to be able to confirm this favorable trend 
evidenced in the iiudustrial sector in December 1981. 


Foreign Trade 


In November 1981 the foreign trade deficit reached 56,388 million peseias, 
imports totaled 231,887 million pesetas compared to exports of 175,499 
million pesetas. The exports-to-imports ratio stood at 75./7. 


In the period from January to November 1981, the trade deficit totaled 
1,025,980 million pesetas, resulting from exports of 1,657,185 million 
pesetas and imports of 2,683,165 million pesetas. 


[In the November imports it is possible to make out a drop in crude oil pur- 
chases. If we compare the purchases of crude oil in November 1981 with 
imports during the corresponding month of 1980 we note a drop of 32.9 per- 
cent. Excluding crude oil, the other imports rose by 23.5 percent compared 
to the corresponding month of 1980. The major imports consisted of general 
machinery for 34,094 million pesetas and chemical products for 20,136 million 
pesetas. 


As regards exports, the increase in November 1981 compared to the correspond- 
ing month of 1980 stood at 39.7 percent. Major export items were, in order 
of value, automobiles, non-crude oil products, footwear, Seville oranges, 

and ships. 


For all the 12 months in 1981 the results in foreign trade yielded a deficit 
of 1,082,013 million pesetas. Imports grew by 21.2 percent, the absolute 
value being estimated at 2.97 billion pesetas. Exports increased by 26.5 
percent and totaled 1.88 billion pesetas. The rate of coverage of imports 
by exports in 1981 was 63.6 percent, which suggests a 3-percentage point 
improvement compared to 1980. 








Foreign Trade--According to the General Directorate of Customs, imports in 
December 1981 were 287.27 billion pesetas compared to exports worth 231.237 


billion pesetas, indicating a rate of coverage of imports by exports of 
80.4 percent.

Inflation--The monthly variation of the Consumer Price Index in December 


1981 witnessed a rise of 1.6 percent bringing total inflation for 1981 to 
14.4 percent.

Electric Power--In January 1982 according to the data provided by UNESA 
{National Electric Power Company], electric energy consumption totaled 8.891 
billion kilowatt-hours. Compared to the corresponding month a year earlier, 
power consumption dropped by nearly 4 percentage points. The quarterly 
evolution indicated a drop of 3.5 percentage points.

POLITICAL CYPRUS 


TEXT OF JOINT CYPRUS-CSSR COMMUNIQUE ISSUED 
NC261220 Nicosia Press and Information Office in English 25 Apr 82 p l 


[("Text"' of joint communique issued in Nicosia on 25 April 1982 on the official 
visit by Minister of Foreign Affairs of the Czechoslovak Socialist Republic 
Mr Bohuslav Chnoupek ] 


[Text] At the iayvitation of the minisier of foreign affairs of the Republic 
of Cyprus, Mr Nikos A. Rolandhis, the Minister of Foreign Affairs of the 
Czechoslovak Socialist Republic Mr Bohuslav Chnoupek paid an official visit 
to the Republic of Cyprus from 22 to 25 April 1982. 


During his visit Minister Chnoupek was received by the President of the 
Republic of Cyrpus Mr Spiros Kiprianou and by the Acting President of the 
House of Representatives Mr Ezekias Papaioannou. 


The minister of foreign affairs of the Czechoslovak Socialist Republic laid 
a wreath at the statue of Archbishop Makarios in Nicosia. 


During the talks the two ministers exchanged views on the most important 
intermational problems, the present state and the prospects of the Cyprus 
question and on bilateral relations. 


In assessing the international situation, the two ministers noted with 
satisfaction that an identity or closeness of views of the two sides on many 
issues was reaffirmed. 


They expressed serious concern over the present state of affairs in inter- 
national relations. Non-compliance with the principles of the UN Charter, 

the final act of the Helsinki conference and the generally accepted principles 
and norms of international law, especially the use of force and the efforts 
aimed at making a policy from the position of force and dictate as well as 

the escalation of arms race in the interest of such policy, have resulted 

in an increased tension. The attempts aimed at disturbing the existing 
approximate balance of forces contribute further to the deterioration of 
international relations, thus directly increasing the danger of confrontation. 


They agreed that, within a climate of such deteriorated international rela- 
tiors, it is especially important for all nations, without any distinction, 
to anticipate and prevent all steps which could increase the danger of 
confrontation. 























The two ministers confirmed that the Czechoslovak Socialist Republic and 
Cyprus would continue to do their utmost to preserve all that was achieved 
by joint efforts on the raod shown by the conference on security and coopera- 
tion in Europe. In this respect they expressed their regret that it was not 
found possible to continue the drafting work, with a view to finalising the 
concluding document of the Madrid follow-up meeting and thus it was felt 
necessary to adjourn the meeting until autumn this year. 


They furthermore expressed their determination to strive, in cooperation 

with other participating states, so that the Madrid meeting during its resumed 
session next November, adopts a substantive and balanced concluding document, 
which would provide, inter alia, a mandate for the convening of a conference 
on confidence and security building measures and disarmament in Europe. 


In this regard they also expressed their satisfaction and deep appreciation 
for the positive and constructive role of the neutral and nonaligned states 
and for their untiring efforts towards achieving a substantive and balanced 
concluding document covering all the areas of the final act. 


They stated that all states should unite their efforts in order to maintain 
and develop further the process of detente. They agreed that it was 
extremely necessary to prevent renewal of hostility and to combat mistrust 
on the continent of Europe. 


The two ministers stressed the great positive importance of the final act 
of the conference on security and cooperation in Europe and they expressed 
themselves for its implementation as a whole. 


They stressed the necessity of implementing the principles of peaceful 
co-existence among states with different social systems which would contri- 
bute to the strengthening of peace and security. Proceeding from this 
principle, they will strive for the continuation of the process of detente 
and the strengthening of peace and cooperation among nations. 


The two ministers expressed the support of their countries to all steps 
aiming at attaining general and complete disarmament, under strict and 
effective international control, and they expressed themselves for a further 
development of international cooperation directed to this aim. In this 
connection the Czechoslovak side expressed its appreciation for the support 
given by Cyprus to the Czechoslovak proposal for the declaration of inter- 
national cooperation, aiming at attaining the objectives of disarmament. 


The two ministers appreciated the recent initial proposals of the Soviet 
Union on the limitation of nuclear weapons in Europe and the declaration of 
a unilateral moratorium on the deployment of nuclear medium-range missiles 
in the European part of the Soviet Union. 


They expressed the view that the implementation of the decision on the 
deployment of new nuclear medium-range missiles on the territory of Westerm 
Europe would aggravate tension and endanger peace and security in Europe. 














An immediate reopening of Soviet-American talks on the limitation of strategic 
weapons and the attainment of the respective agreements at these talks would, 
in the opinion of the two ministers, significantly contribute to the strength- 
ening of security in Europe and in the whole world. 


Both ministers attach great importance to the meeting of the highest represen- 
tatives of the USSR and U.S.A. as the most effective form of dialogue. In 
this respect the two ministers expressed their readiness to welcome the 
holding of this summit meeting on the basis of concrete proposals regarding 
its place and date. 


They supported a speedy conclusion of the negotiations on a complete and 
general ban of nuclear weapons’ tests, as well as on a ban of bacteriological 
and chemical weapons. 


They also expressed themselves for an agreement on the nomuse of nuclear 
weapons against non-nuclear states, which do not have such weapons on their 
territory and for the non-deployment of nuclear weapons on the territory of 
states, where such weapons have not been deployed so far. 


They expressed their support for the efforts aiming at the establishment 
of nuclear-free zones in different areas of the world. They will continue 
to support the steps leading to the conclusion of a world treaty on the 
non-use of force in international relations, to the convening of a world 
disarmament conference, as well as all constructive proposals aiming at 
military detente, increasing of security of nations and disarmament. 


While assessing the results of the 36th session of the General Assembly of 
the United Nations, the two sides noted that its results testify to the 

fact that the policy of peace, the reduction of the arms race and detente 
have become deeply rooted. They stressed the significance of the adoption 

of the resolution on intermational cooperation for disarmament presented by 
the Czechoslovak Socialist Republic and also the importance of the resolution 
on the question of disarmament and international security, adopted on the 
basis of a proposal by Cyprus. 


The two sides expressed their resolution to do their utmost to contribute 
to the success of the 2nd special session of the General Assembly of the 
United Nations on disarmament and to ensure that it adopts appropriate and 
effective decisions. 


The two ministers agreed that serious negotiations on the basis of proposals 
aiming at an agreement on mutual reduction of armed forces and armaments and 
associated measures in Central Europe in the first stage, would contribute 
to overcoming the impasse existing at the Vienna talks. 


During their discussion, the two ministers paid special attention to the 
Cyprus problem. They noted with concer that no progress was achieved in 
the efforts aimed at attaining a just and permanent solution and that the 
violation of the sovereignty and territorial integrity of the Republic of 
Cyprus continues. They expressed regret that the resolutions of the United 























Nations and of the Nonaligned Movement on the Cyprus question had not yet 
been implemented and they made an appeal for their speedy implementation. 
They also expressed themselves against any foreign intervention into the 
affairs of Cyprus. They voiced their support for the efforts being exerted 
by the secretary-general of the UN in carrying out the mandate entrusted to 
him with regard to the intercommunal talks, according to the UN resolutions 
on Cyprus, and expressed the hope that the necessary momentum will be created 
which will be conducive to an early achievement of progress in the course 

of the negotiating process. 


They agreed that a just and permanent solution for the benefit of the Cypriot 
people could only be achieved by the implementation of the relevant resolu- 
tions of the United Nations, the final act of Helsinki and while consistently 
respecting the independence, sovereignty, territorial integrity, unity and 
nonalignment of the Republic of Cyprus and also respecting the human rights 
and fundamental freedoms of all Cypriots. 


Both sides stressed the fact that constructive negotiations between the two 
communities could not be held on the basis of proposals aiming at the 
division of the island. They have also stressed anew the importance to 
reach a final and just solution relating to the internal aspect of the 
Cyprus problem, through negotiations between the two communities under the 
auspices of the United Nations, on the basis of the UN resolutions and the 
12 February 1977 and 19 May 1979 agreements, without outside interference and 
in the interest of an independent and united Cyprus. The withdrawal of all 
foreign troops from the Republic of Cyprus is indispensable for the achieve- 
ment of a lasting solution of the problem. They also expressed themselves 
against unilateral actions which could adversely affect such a solution. 


Attention was also paid by the two ministers to the humanitarian problem of 
the missing persons and it was agreed that every effort should be exerted 
to ensure the speedy tracing of and accounting for them. 


The two sides urged the international community to ascribe utmost importance 
to the problem of Cyprus and to promote any efforts by the United Nations to 
find an equitable solution through the full implementation of the United 
Nations resolutions. 





The two ministers shared the view that a representative international 
conference on the Cyprus question, within the framework of the United 
Nations, would significantly contribute to its peaceful solution. They 
emphasized that the full demilitarization and disarmament of Cyprus would 
not only be in the interest of its people but also of the cause of peace, 
security and stability in the area. 


The minister of foreign affairs of the Czechoslovak Socialist Republic, 

Mr Bohuslav Chnoupek, reaffirmed the permanent support given by the Czechos- 
lovak Socialist Republic to the efforts of the government and the people 

of Cyprus as well as to all efforts aiming at attaining a just, peaceful and 
permanent solution of the Cyprus question. 














The minister of foreign affairs of the Republic of Cyprus, Mr Nikos A. 
Rolandhis, expressed the gratitude of the government and the people of 

Cyprus for the constant support received from the friendly government and the 
people of the Czechoslovak Socialist Republic in their efforts to safeguard 
the independence, sovereignty, territorial integrity, unity and nonalignment 
of the Republic of Cyprus and to defend their fundamental rights. 


The Czechoslovak side highly appreciated the positive role of the Republic 

of Cyprus in the Nonaligned Movement. In this connection, the two sides 
stressed the important role played by the Nonaligned Movement in international 
life as a significant force in the struggle for the preservation and 
strengthening of peace. 


The two ministers discussed the dangerous situation in the Middle East 
which has further deteriorated, owing to the Israeli unlawful annexation of 
the Golan Heights as well as other acts of aggression committed by Israel. 
They regarded the immediate withdrawal of Israeli troops from all occupied 
Arab territories and the recognition of the right to self-determination to 
the Arab people of Palestine, including the right for the establishment of 
their own independent state--while respecting the legitimate interests of 
all states and nations of the Middle East--as the main preconditions for 
overcoming the present explosive situation and for establishing a just and 
permanent peace in the Middle East. 


While assessing the situation in South Africa, the two sides resolutely 
condemmed all attempts to slow down the process for the attainment of 
independence of a united Namibia and to promote a neo-colonialist solution 
for the problem of that country. They expressed solidarity with the struggle 
of the people of Namibia, led by SWAPO, as their only legitimate representa- 
tive. They emphatically condemmed the aggressive acts by the Republic of 
South Africa against the front-line states, especially against Angola and 
Mozambique. 


The two sides confirmed their full support to the people of the Republic of 
South Africa and to its vanguard--the African National Congress--in their 
struggle against the racist regime of apartheid. 


The two sides confirmed their solidarity with the struggle of the nations 
of Latin America for the right to decide their own fate without any foreign 
intervention and they expressed their concern over the dangerous deteriora- 
tion of the situation in the Caribbean area. 


The two ministers highly appreciated the successful development of 
Czechoslovak-Cypriot relations. They noted with satisfaction that the 
results achieved in recent years were positive in all spheres. In this 
context, they particularly stressed the important contribution of the visit 
of the President of the Republic of Cyprus Mr Spiros Kiprianou, to Prague 
in June 1980 to the further development of these relations. 


The two sides expressed appreciation at the development of relations between 


the legislative bodies of the two countries and they confirmed their 
bilateral interest in contributing to the future strengthening and to the 
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expansion of contacts between the governments, parliaments and political 
and social organizations of the two countries. 


The two ministers expressed satisfaction at the development of Czechoslovak- 
Cypriot trade relations so far and they eramined the possibilities for 
further strengthening their mutual economic cooperation. 


They stressed the significance of cultural, educational, scientific, health 
and sports relations between the two countries in the interest of a better 
mutual acquaintance and understanding between the peoples of Czechoslovakia 
and Cyprus; they confirmed their mutual willingness to continue to strengthen 
them. 


They welcomed a further expansion of the contractual basis of their mutual 
relations. In particular they noted that during the last 2 years the agree- 
ment on the prevention of double-taxation and the road agreement were signed 
and the executive protocol to the agreement on cooperation in the field of 
health and the executive plan to the cultural agreement were agreed upon. 


The two ministers signed the treaty on legal assistance. 


The talks were characterized by friendly openness and mutual understanding. 
The two ministers expressed the identical conviction that their talks 
contributed to a further strengthening of mutual cooperation and to the 
strengthening of peace and security in Europe and in the world. 


The minister of foreign affairs of the Czechoslovak Socialist Republic, 

Mr Bohuslav Chnoupek invited the minister of foreign affairs of the Republic 
of Cyprus, Mr Nikos A. Rolandhis, to visit the Czechoslovak Socialist 
Republic. The invitation was accepted with thanks. The exact date of the 
visit will be fixed later on through diplomatic channels.

'TEXT' OF AKEL-DIKO COOPERATION PROGRAM PUBLISHED 
NC221345 Nicosia I ELEVTHEROTIPIA in Greek 22 Apr 82 p 3 


[Text] Yesterday the analytical positions of the minimum cooperation program 
between the Democratic Party [DIKO] and AKEL were published. The full text 
of the program's analytical positions is the following: 


The parties which signed this program agree and declare that: 


l. The current situation in our country is the result of conspiratorial 
plans of foreign reactionary circles and situations and, generally, foreign 
interventions, which obviously aim at partitioning Cyprus and depriving tiie 
Cyprus people of their rights. The coup of the junta and Eoka B served 
foreign interests like the Turkish invasion and constituted the culmination 
of these conspiratorial activities and interventions. The Cyprus problem 
continues to be a problem of foreign interventions, invasions and occupation 
and of a blatant violation of the Cyprus people's rights. 


2. The unity and cocperation of the patriotic forces is indispensable for 
ridding Cyprus of the consequences of the coup and of the Turkish invasion, 
for confronting the dangers emanating from foreign designs and for the 
struggle for independence and our people's steady continuation of social 
progress. 





3. In order to wage the Cyprus people's struggle more effectively and to 
deal with the problems created by the coup, the invasion and the occupation, 
the cooperating parties accept the following minimum program and will seek 
its implementation in the best way possible, taking the most appropriate 
measures to this end. 





a. Goals and Aims 

The cooperating parties set the following goals and aims: 

a) The correct and just solution of the Cyprus problem through the guarantee 
of the country's complete independence, safeguarding of its sovereignty and 


its territorial integrity, its unity and the nonalignment of the Cyprus state. 


b) Cyprus’ demilitarization. 
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c) The implementation of a correct internal policy that will guarantee: 


l. The unity and cooperation of patriotic democratic forces and more 
generally of the people. 


2. Permanent internal stability. 
3. Protection and promotion of democratic institutions. 


4. Combatting any kind of anomaly and malpractice in the state and semi- 
state machinery. 


5. The implementation of a sound democratic economic and social policy that 
will serve the interests of the people as a whole, and especially those of 


the economically weaker classes. 


6. Rapprochement between Greek Cypriots and Turkish Cypriots and the 
restoration of mutual trust, friendship and cooperation. 


b. The Solution of the Cyprus Problem 

Considering the Cyprus problem as an issue of foreign conspiracies and inter- 
ventions which culminated with the coup, the invasion and the continuing 
occupation, and expressing their apprehension for the lack of progress in 
solving the problem, the cooperating parties declare that they will struggle. 
a) For a just, peaceful, mutually acceptable and viable solution of the 
Cyprus problem on the basis of the relevant UN resolutions and decisions and 
the summit agreements. 


b) For ridding Cyprus of foreign armies and its complete demilitarization. 


c) For the continuous internationalization of the Cyprus problem to the 
greatest possible extent. 


d) For the enhancement of the Cyprus state's entity. 

The Cyprus problem has two aspects: The internal and the intemational. 

The internal aspect consists of: 

a) The achievement of an agreement for the Cyprus state's constitutional 
structure. In this connection we seek the establishment of a federal state 
that will be composed of two regions (or provinces), one under Greek Cypriot 


rule and the other under Turkish Cypriot rule. 


b) The solution of the refugee problem in accordance with the UN resolutions 
and decisions. 


c) The guarantee of the fundamental freedoms and rights of all Cypriots. 
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d) Tracing of the fate of the missing persons. 
e) The implementation of the agreement on the erclaved people. 


f) Smoothing out relations, rapprochement, conciliation and cooperation 
between Greek Cypriots and Turkish Cypriots. 


The cooperating parties declare that the procedure of the intercommunal talks 
within the UN framework and under the UN auspices for a peaceful, just and 
mutually acceptable and viable solution of the Cyprus problem's internal 
aspect is the most appropriate in the current circumstances. For this reason 
they will work with consistency, perseverance and patience for the conduct 
and the success of substantive and constructive intercommunal talks in 
accordance with the UN resolutions and the summit agreements. 


The cooperating parties reject any tactics that will be based on the use of 
military force for the solution of the Cyprus problem. In case of a deadlock 
in the inter-Cupriot talks the cooperating parties will, without denounciag 
the procedure, promote other procedures and principally the discussion of the 
Cyprus problem at the UN General Assembly and the Security Council, according 
to circumstances. 


While seeking a just solution of the Cyprus problem through peaceful means, 
at the same time we consider defensive shielding to be an elementary measure 
of resistance against possible new aggressive activities. A fuller defensive 
shielding of Cyprus will allow us to put up a determined resistance to a 
possible Turkish attack. 


The international aspect consists of: 

a) The abolution of the treaty of alliance and the cancellation or substi- 
tution of the treaty of guarantee as well as a revision of the treaty of 
establishment as deemed necessary within the framework of the solution of 
the Cyprus problem. 

b) The withdrawal of all foreign troops and Cyprus' complete demilitarization. 
c) The guarantee of authoritative international guarantees for the inde- 
pendence, sovereignty, territorial integrity and nonalignment of the Cyprus 
republic. 

d) The withdrawal from Cyprus of settlers from Turkey. 

For the settlement of the Cyprus problem's international aspect, the 


cooperating parties will systematically work for the convening of a special 
international conference under UN auspices and within the UN framework. 
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c. Interal Policy 
The basic goals of our intermal policy are: 


a) The consolidation of cooperation among patriotic, democratic forces which 
constitutes the mainstay of the people's broadest unity. 


b) The achievement and strengthening of popular unity, the maintenance and 
consolidation of democratic order and normality, the purging of state and 
semistate services and combatting possible anomalies and malpractices inside 
them so that the operation of the state machinery and of the semistate organi- 
zations can become harmonious and more effective. 


c) The preservation and consolidation of democracy, democratic institutions 
and democratic procedure within the state and local self-government, within 
various organizations and institutions and generally of the people's demo- 
cratic education. 


d) The opening of the dossier on Cyprus' betrayal as a morale-raising 
measure and to inform the people of the bakcground, the facts, the instigators 
and the perpetrators of the traitorous coup and so that justice may proceed 
with the appropriate punishment of the protagonists of our country's destruc- 
tion. The motives for the opening of the Cyprus dossier are not vindictive. 
The punishment of the coup's protagonists, and of all who are charged with 
murder, is viewed as an issue of restoration of moral and historical order, 
exemplification and dispensing of justice. The general punishment of those 
who were misguided and supported lawlessness, regardless of the degree of 
guilt, is not sought but important significance is attached to the punishment 
of the unrepentent protagonists of the treason. 


d. Rapprochement of the Two Communities 


Rapprochement between Greek Cypriots and Turkish Cypriots is considered to be 
the most indispensable prerequisite for the viability of a mutually acceptable 
solution of the Cyprus problem. The restoration and consolidation of trust, 
friendship and cooperation between Greek Cypriots and Turkish Cypriots wiil 
create the prerequisites for the peaceful coexistence of all Cyprus inhabitants. 


For the achievement of this purpose it is necessary to uproot chauvinism and 
cultivate a spirit of mutual esteem and respect between Greek Cypriots and 
Turkish Cypriots. It is necessary to avoid any activities, regardless of 
their origin, that could offend the national dignity of the Turkish Cypriots 
and Greek Cypriots. Until a total solut‘on of the Cyprus problem is found, 
it is necessary to take and implement practic72l and specific measures like 
the payment of dues to Turkish Cyprioi workers and working people who are 
entitled to benefits from the state fund for social insurance and the provi- 
dent fund, the offer of work in industrial or other enterprises and generally 
to offer facilities in various sectors. 


It is necessary that the state and the Greek Cypriot side manifest sympathetic 
understanding for the economic and social problems of our Turkish Cypriot 
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compatriots. The standard of living of the two communities should rise to the 
same level within the framework of a united economy and both sides should 
demonstrate the necessary spirit of cooperation for the good and prosperity 

of the Cyprus people as a whole. 


e. Foreign Policy 


a) The nonaligned Cyprus foreign policy that has been followed since the 
establishment of the Republic of Cyprus must continue and be strengthened 
because there is an identity of our principles and aims with that of the 
countries of the nonaligned world in the struggle for peace, independence and 
social progress and because cur nonaligned policy strengthens and supports 
our struggle for a just, democratic and viable solution of our problem. 


b) Within the framework of the above policy and with faith in the principles 
of the Nonaligned Movement, which opposes imperialism, colonialism, neo- 
colonialism, fascism and also every form of oppression and exploitation, 
Cyprus will actively continue its contribution to the consolidation of 
freedom, justice, detente and peace in the world. 


c) Our effort is to guarantee the greatest possible international support 
in order to strengthen our independence and to develop the best possible 
relations with all countries of the world on the basis of mutual respect and 
nonintervention in our domestic affairs. 


d) We consider the existing good relations with the nonaligned, neutral 

and socialist countries, like the good and improving relations we have with 
many countries of the West and the support of public opinion in the Western 
countries and the support of public opinion in these countries [as published], 
to be a valuable element in our struggle. For this reason, this should be 
preserved, strengthened and expanded. Specifically, the existing close 
relations and our cooperation with the democratic Greek Government must 

be preserved, because the Greek Government's declared and manifest determined 
support, like the support of the political world and the Greek people, 
constitutes a basic support of our struggle for survival and vindication. 





e) The development of multilateral economic and commercial relations with 
all countries on the basis of mutual interest will be sought within the 
framework of our nonaligned foreign policy. 


f. Economic and Social Policy 


In the economic and social sectors, we shall follow a policy whose main goals 
will be: 


a) The constant development of the economy of Cyprus on the basis of specific 
programs and the creation of opportunities for employment. 


b) Raising the people's standard of living, and especially of the poorly 
paid classes. 
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c) Protecting and strengthening the middle class. 
d) A fairer distribution and redistribution of the national income. 


e) Revision of fiscal and tax policies in a way that will serve better and 
more effectively all the people, espeically the classes with low incomes. 


f) Within the framework of the system for a mixed economy, while it will 
continue to encourage private initiative, the state will, whenever the private 
sector is unable to or does not wish to undertake initiatives or if it is 
considered necessary for the more general interests, intervene more actively 
and determinedly in the economic sector through the establishment of state, 
semistate or mixed industrial units or through nationalization--in especially 
vital sectors--to the benefit of all the people and the country's economy. 


g) Plans fer the nationalization of water resources under a representative 
central water authority, planned development through the construction of new 
dams and the southern acqueduct, and their fair distribution. 


h) Continuation and completion of the plan for the confrontation of our 
refugees' housing problem and implementation of decisions for the confronta- 
tion of the housing problem of all working people, especially of the poorly 
paid, as well as the problems of the relatives of the missing persons, the 
enclaved persons and other victims of the coup and the invasion. 


i) Implementation of concrete measures to combat tax evasion, strengthen 
the price committee and the market police for the more effective implementa- 
tion of their job as well as measures forthe confrontation of inflation, 
stagnation, economic development and the balance-of-trade deficit. 


j) Execution of special programs for the general development of the economi- 
cally backward mountainous areas and the improvement of their inhabitants 
living conditions. 


k) Complete purge and strengthening of trade unionism. 


1) Implementation of special measures to raise the position of women in 
society, and especially of the principle of equal pay. 


m) Implementation of special measures for the sound employment of young 
people and the professional rehabilitation of unemployed scientists. 


g. Social Payments 


oO 





a) Completion of the plan for free education, increase of funds for scholar- 
ships and student loans, gradual expansion of pre-elementary education and 
establishment of a university. 


b) Implementation of a general plan for the people's medical care. 


c) Special care for the poor and an increase in payments and help. 
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h. Methods for the Implementation of the Minimum Program 


The implementation of the minimum program will be promoted through the 
following measures: 


a) The formation by the president of the republic of a government composed 
of capable, talented and irreproachable persons who will be loyal to the 
president and who the president will choose and appoint by exercising his 
constitutional right and taking into consideration the viewpoints of the 
cooperating parties. The persons to be chosen, who should be prominent for 
their well-known democratic affiliations, will exercise their duties as 
members of the government under the president of the republic's instructions 
for the implementation of the minimum program, which is also the framework 
and the guideline of the government program. 


b) The guarantee of the harmonious and effective operation of the government 
machinery--this basic organ for the promotion and implementation of govern- 
ment policy within the framework of its policy role--which is the instrument 
for the faithful and loyal execution of government decisions and the willing 
and conscientious serving of the people far from partisan or other expediencies 
and influences. 


i. Implementation of the Minimum Program 


The minimum program will be put into practice in a planned way and will 
constitute the government's official program. 


The minimum program will constitute the basis on which the cooperating 
parties will base and conduct the struggle for the election of the president 
of the republic from within the democratic patriotic forces. 


A special committee of the highest level which will watch the progress in 
the implementation of the program will be established with the participation 
of representatives from the cooperating parties, and at intervals the 
committee will submit reports on its ascertainments, observations and recom 
mendations to the president of the republic.

PRESS DISCUSSES BONN GOVERNMENT RESHUFFLE

[Text] Today the newspaper commentators discuss the Bonn cabinet reshuffle. 
SUEDDEUTSCHE ZEITUNG of Munich writes: With the cabinet reshuffle the 
chancellor has exhausted almost all possibilities available to him under the 
constitution and current political circumstances to keep the SPD in power 
despite increasing pressure. Regarding the consolidation of the budget and 
the employment program, this means going to the limits of the compromise with 
the coalition partner and even as far as using the vote of confidence to 

gain a parliamentary majority. Such tests of strength cannot be repeated 

in an unlimited way. Schmidt has been forced too often to threaten to resign 
and now he must consider that he will be taken at his word some day. He 
could become the victim the next time or the time after if he goes too far. 
If government reshuffles are a normal thing, as Schmidt claims, the replace- 
ment of chancellors is even more so. In the history of the Federal Republic 
there have been at least as many chancellors who have fallen as there have 
been planned, comprehensive and voluntary government reshuffles. That was 
the SUEDDEUTSCHE ZEITUNG. 


The daily DIE WELT notes: A government chief is permitted to replace the 
unfortunate and the unsuccessful with new names. Helmut Schmidt once termed 
himself a leading employee of this republic and as such he has failed because 
he was not able to implement a decision when it was necessary. Rumors spread 
for weeks, therefore, and his closest aides were allowed to become targets 

of negative speculation. The embarrassment that was put up with in connec- 
tion with the reshuffle even reached the chancellor's office. Manfred 
Lahnstein, an undisputed expert, is the cornerstone of the cabinet reshuffle 
and is in an awkward position because he is supposed to argue for unpopular 
savings measures which go against the dreams of the party congress--and he 

is to do this without any political authority of his own since his authority 
is derived solely from the chancellor. Schmidt, however, has made an 
ultimatum. His prestige is involved--today as well as later. 


The HANNOVERSCHE ALLGEMEINE ZEITUNG comments: Lahnstein is not to be envied 
for his new task. The 1983 budget discussions, which are to begin in a few 

weeks, will be considerably more difficult than those on the current budget 

which brought the coalition to the brink of the abyss several times in the 
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past year. There is no way to avoid exposing relations between the SPD and 
the FDP to new and severe strains because both parties have conflicting ideas 
on how to balance the budget. It will be up to the new finance minister to 
seek compromises which will be satisfactory to both sides. In contrast to 
Matthoefer, however, who as one of the old boys enjoyed the unlimited 
confidence of the SPD faction, Lahnstein must first demonstrate that his 
feelings are oriented far enough to the left. 


The FRANKFURTER RUNDSCHAU states: What is now taking place hardly heralds 

a new beginning; it much rather demonstrates the wasting away of personnel. 

It is most remarkable in this connection that the chancellor is getting some 
of his old crew back again. Is this team of Boelling and Wischnewski supposed 
to conjure up the government successes of past years? It would be a self- 
delusion to expect a healing effort to arise from all this because the old 
times have passed and will not return.

PAPANDREOU INTERVIEWED ON SOCIALISM, NATO, BASES 
NC241124 Athens ELEVTHEROTIPIA in Greek 22 Apr 82 pp 1, 13 


[Text] Today ELEVTHEROTIPIA publishes Prime Minister Andreas Papandreou's 
interview with U.S. television network ABC correspondent Brinkley. The 
interview, which is 45 minutes long, was given a month ago but ABC has not 
yet broadcast it because--as it has announced--its program was full with 
other timely international events. 


ELEVTHEROTIPTIA has secured and is today exclusively publishing the full text 
of the interview. Andreas Papandreou fully clarifies his positions toward 
allies and friends in the Westerm and Easter world, capitalism, Marxism and 
existent socialism, and the government's positions toward NATO, the U.S. 
bases and the European countries. 


Brinkley: Mr Prime Minister, few economic professors have had the opportunity 
to govern a country and thus implement their theories. In general lines 
what are your plans for Greece? 





Papandreou: The job here is much more multifaceted than it would have been, 
for instance, in Western Europe. There is the problem of modernizing insti- 
tutions and the problem of the paraeconomy-- that is, middlemen who succeed 
in parasitically absorbing a great part of the national income. 





Brinkley: Who are they? 


Papandreou: In the case of agricultural produce middlemen reap the most, 
which normally should be received by farmers or consumers who thus would pay 
less. This paraeconomy exists everywhere. For instance, tax evasion in 
Greece has acquired fantastic dimensions. In a budget of 900 billion we lose 
about 150 billion in undeclared or unpaid taxes. Consequently we confront the 
problem of modernization and of uncovering all clandestine economic activities, 
revealing them altogehter. However, in addition to this we are socialists. 
What does this mean for Greece? We believe in our "own way," the "third 

way'' toward socialism. We believe that social democracy in the West has not 
solved, for the long term nor definitely, capitalism's crisis; nor do we 
believe that the extremely centralized and bureaucratic Eastern socialism, 
"existent socialism" as it is called, corresponds to the basic needs of 

modern man. For this reason, the nucleus of our socialism is the "decentralized 
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democratic program."" Basically this means decentralizing the administration. 
It means the transfer of responsibilities and taxes to municipalities, 
communities, provinces and Greece's administrative regions through a reduc- 
tion in the power of the central authority which is excessive in Greece. 
Within the framework of this decentralization we shall afford the opportunity 
to every city, province or region to actively participate with representatives 
in the creation of a 5-year development plan and its implementation after 

its ratification by the chamber, that is the central authority. Decentrali- 
zation and the citizen's participation are the key to what we call socialism. 
Other goals are the modernization of agricultural cultivation through coopera- 
tives which for us are the basis for relations with the provinces on the issue 
of production. We see agricultural cultivation as great agricultural 
industrial units which will make it possible to exploit the possibilities of 
the economy of size because our agriculture has low productivity. In Greece, 
in the industrial sector, we have about 300,000 small businesses, very 

small by any standard, with two-seven people working in them. These people 
represent a great productive potential provided they are given economic and 
technical possibilities and perhaps some form of partnership that will help 
guarantee them raw materials at low cost and more economical relations with 
the market. We have a plan which I believe will work. 


Brinkley: Mr Prime Minister, will you nationalize the banks? 


Papandreou: In fact, Mr Brinkley, the banks have already been nationalized 
in Greece except for one or two small private ones and the foreign banks. 

We are not concerned with the foreign banks; they represent 8 to 10 percent 
of the total banking business. The only thing we demand is adherence to the 
laws. The problem with the banking system is that it must be modernized in 
order to help the goals of our government's development program. Thus far, 
loans have only been given to the big, to the exclusion of medium businesses, 
which explains the bad structure of industrial development in Greece. Enter- 
prises which belong to significant sectors, like steel and cement--so impor- 
tant in Greece--or ship building, will not be nationalized in the classical 
sense. We shall establish a supervisory council above the enterprise which 
will be composed of representatives from the administration, the workers and 
local self-government, and which will guarantee the attunement of the 
enterprise's general strategy with the development program's general goals. 
This is the method we propose and for this reason we call it "the Greek road 
toward socialism." 


Brinkley: You say this is a "third road"; you say that capitalism is passing 
through a crisis, that the countries of Eastern Europe are very centralized, 
that communism is not for Greece--that your way is the "third way." In 
principle, what is capitalism's crisis? As a professor in the United States 
you should know best. 


Papandreou: The crisis is deep and structural. It began after the end of 
the Second World War. This war and Europe's destruction offered fantastic 
opportunities for investment, huge opportunities on an international scale. 
This procedure reinvigorated economies--in the East and the West--with a 
great development pace, year after year. This ended in success. Europe 
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became the competitor of the United States. However, the question now is: 
Where are the great opportunities for profit? My answer is: The Third 
World. The south, in the contrast between the north and the south, could be 
the answer if its income had the capability of absorbing moder products. 
Unfortunately commercial exchanges, thus far, between north and south are 
unfavorable for the south and do not allow it the ability to buy. If we 
could, according to Keynes,--at the international level--give to the south 
the capital with which to buy from the north, ther the problem would be 
solved. But this is difficult in a world separated into states and nations. 
Who will undertake such an initiative? Furthermore modem technology, the 
revolution in what is called "“informatik,'' that is "information," computers, 
this technological change--which perhaps is the most significant in human 
history and one which does not require mass investments but rather demands 
brains--is one of the long term sources of the problem of unemployment. 


Brinkley: Because it does not require a great human potential? 


Papandreou: Yes, and this problem has not been tackled. I would say that 
should the market of the Eastern world--that is the Soviets--and the market 
of China open we would have another 30, 40, 50 years of development as we 
knew it in the past. Otherwise we shall face difficult problems to solve, 
and for this reason I suspect that new forms of social and economic organiza- 
tion will develop. What we want to guarantee for Greece is the citizen's 
freedom and right to play an active role in the formation of policy and for 
this reason we call it "Third World" [as published]. As regards income 
policy we shall be progressive, like, for instance, Sweden, giving to the 
poor from the rich--that is, improving the average man. However, the 
significant thing is for the average man to participate in decisionmaking. 


Brinkley: If capitalism is passing through a crisis the same is happening 
to the Soviet camp. They too have huge problems. What prospects do you 
perceive there? 


Papandreou: They have problems for at least two reasons: Because of the 
centralized planning they have one would not expect them to have problems 
since they are not obliged to respect the market. However, because they 

need Western technology in various ways and to a great extent, they have 
linked themselves with the Westerm economy. For instance, the Polish economy 
is 60-70 percent more dependent on the Westerm economy than it is on the 
Eastern. 


Brinkley: Huge debts to the West. 


Papandreou: Debts worth $28 billion which are not being serviced. In order 
to help Poland the Soviet Union has liquidated almost 2/3 of its assets in 
Western Europe. The second reason is that since the time of the Russian 
revolution the Eastern bloc has occupied itself with the problem of develop- 
ment within the spirit of "arms instead of butter." The critical element 

in the East's development is the increasing role which arms play in its 
budget. 
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Brinkley: They chose arms. 


Papandreou: Yes, and they also chose quick industrial development in great 
strides, something that means a low level of consumption for the people. 

At the same time, however, they are importing Western models and creating a 
feeling of need, deprivation and unfulfilled desires. Truly there exists 

a great crisis in the Eastern world. 


Brinkley: Before the elections you harshly criticized the United States. 
Let us talk about Greece's relations with the United States. Were you 
disappointed by some economic, political or social institutions when you 
were living and teaching in the United States? 


Papandreou: You refer to the United States? 
Brinkley: Yes. 


Papandreou: I can say that I adjusted very well to the social, economic and 
intellectual structures of the United States. Personally, I was afforded 
all opportunities despite the fact that I was Greek. Nobody put obstacles 
before me and I believe I had a successful academic career. I have very good 
memories. Being politicized I had my views on political issues; but being a 
realist I restricted myself to the two existing situations: That is, the 
Republicans and the Democrats. I associated with the Democrats, especially 
with one or two like Stevenson for whom I worked. 


Brinkley: Did you participate in his campaign? 


Papandreou: I had a great friendship with Eugene McCarthy. However, I 
played no political role in the United States. 


Brinkley: We have no Socialist Party. 


Papandreou: This is not a realistic prospect, and I do not think there will 
be one for quite some time. 


Brinkley: You said you will withdraw from NATO. Will you do it? 


Papandreou: In order to reply to this question, I should first mention two 
things: First, here in Greece we have correlated NATO with the 7-year 
dictatorship and its passive--at least--stance to the invasion and occupa- 
tion of Cyprus by an ally, Turkey. Naturally all this belongs to the past. 
It should not affect future activities. The Greeks are willing to do this, 
but we have some very serious problems to confront. We face, and all of us 
agree on this--those of the right, center and left--a threat from the East, 
a threat from the East from within NATO's ranks. Turkey. Both its leaders 
through their statements and the armed forces through their movements have 
made this obvious over the last 8 years. This has forced us to arm ourselves 
beyond our means, spending about 7 percent of our national income on arms-- 
more than any Western country except, perhaps, the United States. At the 
time of the invasion of Cyprus, the then prime minister, Mr Karamanlis, 
withdrew Greece from NATO's military wing. Later, Greece returmed to NATO-- 
2 years ago--without, however, the vindication of the original action that

had been taken by Karamanlis in order to impose a solution to the problem 

of Cyprus. The Cyprus problem was not solved, but the government returned 
to NATO. The problem is that as an alliance NATO does not protect our 
eastern boundaries. Since we belong to the NATO military wing, we must 
deply our armed forces to the north, toward the Warsaw Pact, and we must 

arm them accordingly. Let me give you an example. If we want to defend 
ourselves from the north, we should give greater priority to the army than 
to the air force and navy. If we want to defend ourselves from the east, 

we must give priority to the air force and navy. These are important 
military decisions. Unfortunately, when the previous government returned 
Greece to the NATO military wing it left unanswered some questions that are 
very significant for the country's security. The basic question is: Inside 
NATO and as a NATO member will Greece have the right to defend all its realm 
in the Aegean, including the eastern islands? Unfortunately, the "Rogers 
Agreement" contains a possibility for moving the line to the west, to Turkey's 
benefit. Perhaps for the first time in its history NATO is refusing to one 
of its members--Greece--the right to defend its area, giving this right to 
another member which unfortunately is not behaving like an ally. This is a 
very significant problem. As regards the agreement that was signed for the 
establishment of a NATO headquarters in Larisa which will be similar to 

the Izmir headquarters in Asia Minor, neither the previous government nor we 
took action to establish the so-called "7th Allied Tactical Air Force" (ATAF) 
because we should define--within the NATO fold--the area of our control over 
Aegean airspace. Since we are not prepared to accept anything but the line 
which coincides with our eastern boundaries, we will not proceed with the 
establishment of this headquarters. Mr Brinkley, we could say that for the 
time being we are in a "neither here nor there," "neither in nor out" situa- 
tion as regards NATO and the implementation of the agreement we signed 2 
years ago. 


Brinkley: You are worried about a Turkish threat. You believe that NATO 
is not helping you in this. Don't you fear the Soviet alliance? 


Papandreou: First let us clarify the following: NATO's basic offer...to 

a country...the offer of any alliance to a member state...is the guarantee 

of its borders. Unfortunately, this is not the case for our easter borders, 
as I stressed previously. Does NATO protect us from the north? Allow me to 
say that this issue...more or less is only of academic significance because 
we shall never be invaded by a Balkan country...unless there is a world war; 
that is, it is an issue of an international clash, but even in such a case 
NATO can only guarantee our borders theoretically. Allow me to say this: 

Let us suppose that an action occurs...against Greece from the north. Can 
the United States immediately go to war? I think the decision is for Congress 
to make. There are no "automatic mechanisms'’ in NATO, not only because of 
the United States but because..of the constitutions of the other countries. 
However, we should admit that if we go to war with the Soviet Union...the 
Atlantic Alliance will offer protection. This, however, is no consolation... 
because it will concern a world war. A war whose consequences...nobody wants 
to foresee. It will not be a local war. However, Greece's acute problem is 
a local war. A war we hope will never take place, but which can be the 
result only of a clash between Turkey and Greece, and this kind of protec- 
tion is not provided by NATO forces. 
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Brinkley: In Afghanistan, however, there was an invasion without a world war. 


Papandreou: Yes, in Afghanistan and in other countries there have been 
invasions without a world war, in Vietnam and other places of the world as 
well. However, even if something of the sort takes place, then NAO does 
not guarantee even this. I illustrated the best example of the issue. 


Brinkley: In Europe there is an increasing movement for pacifism and 
neutrality. Does Greece intend to participate? 


Papandreou: I am glad you have asked this question, because this is the 
basic and most important goal in our political ideology, which has a peaceful 
orientation and is against nuclear weapons. We envision a Europe not divided 
by the Yalta Agreement. We believe that war is a thing of the past. Europe 
must place itself beyond the two superpowers, and it should not be divided 

by the Warsaw Pact and NATO. This is why we undertake initiatives on questions 
related to arms limitation and particularly on the limitation of nuclear 
weapons. We are, however, realists and, being a political force within an 
established environment, we cannot hope that the Warsaw Pact or NATO will 

be abolished. Consequently, within the framework of what is feasible we try 
to take a few steps, at least within our own area, that is, the Balkans. 
Within the Balkans I, and others--I believe--will try to have nuclear weapons 
removed from all the Balkan countries. Perhaps we will sign some form of 
joint nonaggression agreement so that we might offer to the world a Balkan... 


Brinkley: Will these agreements be between Balkan countries? 


Papandreou: They will be exclusively "nonaggression" agreements. In this 
way we will be able to offer to Europe and to the world a Balkan community 
that will no longer be "a powderkeg," as it was in the past, but which will 
contribute to peace. Naturally, there is a vision-like element in this and 

I am not sure that we will be able to accomplish something of this sort, 

but this is our contribution to what we consider imperative so that humanity, 
that is, the peace movement, can survive. 


Brinkley: We all desire the abolition of the "Iron Curtain." Do you see 
any possibility of this? 


Papandreou: I do not believe this will happen in our time. I do not foresee 
that we will have the time to see any such development. This division has 
been strengthened by time. There was a period of "detente" after the develop- 
ments in Cuba, for a few years, but I believe that we have returned to the 
climate of "confrontation,'' and I do not know how or when this will end. 
Naturally, all Europeans must see to it that not only "SALT II" but also the 
Geneva negotiations achieve some positive results. The fear of living in a 
world where we can be blown to bits within 5 minutes is not a good prospect, 
particularly not for the young. We have lived our lives and, perhaps, for 

us this is not very important, but it is for the young. 


Brinkley: What is your opinion of the Reagan administration, to the degree 
that it affects you? 
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Papandreou: I must make it very clear that this is a domestic affair of the 
American people. In respect to how it affects us, first of all there are 
the bilateral Greek-U.S. relations, which are developing at various levels, 
primarily at the ambassadorial level. Over and above this, we also have the 
meetings with Secretaries Haig and Weinberger, whom I met in Brussels. I 
can state that the dialogue is positive for both sides. They know and we 
know that there are twc basic problems which require solutions. One is the 
military wing of NATO in conjunction with the Greek-Turkish problem. The 
other, naturally, is the question of the bases, the U.S. military bases, in 
Greece. As you know, there was to have been a revision...a renegotiation, 
under the previous government. We have announced that we hope soon, we hope 
in the summer, we will start new negotiations on the U.S. bases in Greece. 

I have exerted no pressures for an earlier commencement of negotiations, 
awaiting the opportunity to establish the political framework for technical 
discussions. Without fail this requires political talks at the highest 
level, not just one but more, so that we can then proceed to the military and 
later to the technical details. Thus, this is all on Greek-U.S. relations. 
We nave had no problems so far. Im regard to foreign policy, however, in 
respect to foreign and defense policies, in respect to Europe, I feel--and 

I am not alone in this, it is the common belief in Europe--that there has 
been a fundamental hardening, a deterioration of the climate toward the 
Soviet Union. At the same time, however, there is also a U.S. hardening in 
respect to its demands on its European allies and what they should do. As 
an example, we have the Polish problem and the general spirit of a return to 
the cold war which intimidates the Europeans. Being practical and a pragmatist, 
Schmidt, whom I admire extremely and who is an important U.S. ally, who is 
also facing criticism within his country over the ''dual decision" by NATO 

to continue the installation of the "Pershing" and "cruise" missiles, he has 
also had to simultaneously start peace negotiations which might stop the 
installation of these missiles in Europe. This effort does not appear to be 
very serious. These, however, are very important developments for Europe, 
where both sides today stockpile nuclear weapons. 


Brinkley: You state that you are a Marxist. What does this mean in the 
day-to-day practice of politics? 


Papandreou: It simply means that when we study the structure of authority we 
look for the economic roots of every problem. By observing the clashes in 
one country or the clashes and the differences between north and south, we 
interpret them by discovering, under the surface of things, the basic 
relations of authority. I, naturally, stress that Marx was an analyst of 
capitalist society. He wrote about capitalist society. Peculiarly, he did 
not write about socialist society, apart from some few exceptions which were 
also purely visionary. I, consequently, state that this is a method of study 
of history and of forecasting the future. We use this method to shed light 
on the clashing forces. I believe that the main theme of the work of Marx 

is that a new situation is born through clashes. This is an idea which 
belongs both to Engels and to Marx, and this is an important "means." 
Marxism, however as an expression of any set policy, has no effect. It is 
only a method of study and forecasting and not a method for implementing 

a policy. Basically, it makes us more realistic and helps us understand what 
is tangible and what is intangible in respect to social reformation. 
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Brinkley: In other words, you don't foresee a Marxist state? 
Papandreou: There is nothing of the sort. 
Brinkley: Would you like there to be? 


Papandreou: In some of the chapters I read on Marx, I remember that he 
envisioned a society of absolute personal freedom. If man were to be free 

of the limited availability of goods he would then be able to devote his life 
to the improvement and cultivation of his person. Somewhere he also expressed 
the fear of an extremely collective society, which he did not consider as 
Marxist. 


Brinkley: The Soviet Union is not Marxist, but Stalinist? 


Papandreou: It is not Marxist, because as I have stated there is no Marxist 
society. In my opinion, it is a class society with very clear characteristics. 
According to the Marx' analysis, a strong state exists wherever there are 
strong differences. Strong differences in a society lead to a strong state. 
It is, therefore, to be supposed that wherever we have a very collective and 
strong state, we also have important social conflicts, which we describe as 
the "struggle of the classes."' It is difficult to classify the Soviet Union, 
although many have tried. There is a new class, the one of the bureaucracy 
of the party, the army and the industry. Is it a class, or is it simply a 
category of people? These are questions of a technical nature, the answer 

to which is of no importance. What, in any eventuality, we do have is 
basically a different class society, which some describe as "state socialism" 
and others as "state capitalism." 


Brinkley: You view Marxism as a system for thought and not as a political 
system. 


Papandreou: It certainly is a system for thought and not a political system. 
This is because Marx offered a way of studying history by explaining develop- 
ments through the process of struggle and the solutions this offered. He 
always looked for what we call the "materialistic basis," in other words, the 
economic roots of the clash. In reality, he never described a post-capitalist 
society. The only thing we know from his visions--because he basically was 
an investigator of capitalism--and from a classification of these visions, 

is a picture of a very democratic and free society, of a society without a 
state. I must also state that a society without clashes, a society of 
abundance, is a very distant dream. If, however, we observe what we describe 
as “existent socialism," the historically "existence socialism''--if it is 
socialism--taking the Soviet coalition as an example, we will then see that 
there the state is very strong. According to Marx, however, this means 
strong social clashes. From this we can deduce a class structure, naturally 
different from that of the West, a class structure which is represented 
mainly by an all-mighty bureaucracy of the party, which also includes the 
military and the industrial bureaucracy. Thus, it is a mistake to think that 
Marxism as a method of analysis has any relation to any experiments which 
have been carried out to date within real political frameworks. 
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Brinkley: I have some short questions on matters of interest to the United 
States. You state that the U.S. bases in Greece are under revision and 
renegotiation. Do you want them to go? 


Papandreou: It is clear, Mr Brinkley, that we are generally oriented toward 
peace and a Europe removed from coalitions. Our position on nuclear weapons 
is also well known. With respect to our final goals, therefore, the answer 
is "yves.'"' At the same time, however, we are also politicians within a given 
time and place and we must plan our policy and our strategy on the basis of 
the current structure of authority and the current problems with which we 
are confronted. This is why negotiations on the bases are interrelated with 
critical problems, such as the problem of differentiation between command 
and exercise of control, which I want to put before you. Nowhere is there 
the possibility of a U.S. base not being under U.S. command. This would not 
be realistic. That these bases should be under control, however, is realistic. 


Brinkley: You wouldn't like a Greek base to be commanded by non-Greeks. 


Papandreou: Control, however, is imperative, for two reasons. One, because 
we must be certain that the bases are not being used to create a difficult 
problem for some country with which we have good diplomatic relations. 

This is very important. Second, since we are in a dispute with an ally and 

a member of NATO, Turkey, the information to be gathered there, in the U.S. 
bases, and which is of importance to Greece, should not be made available to 
the other side. Naturally, we can go further. We know that U.S. aid to Turkey 
is generally of a vast nature. West Germany did the same thing until the 
recent government change and the establishment of the junta in Turkey. It 
gave a vast amount of economic aid to Turkey. For us, this is an increasing 
danger. In order to maintain the balance of power in the Aegean, we are 
obliged to spend much. Not only do we get less, but the conditions under 
which we get it are not as favorable as those for Turkey. This serious 
problem of security is the basic political problem related to the base 
negotiations. 


Brinkley: Have you invited al-Qadhdhafi to Athens? 


Papandreou: Al-Qadhdhafi has been invited to visit our country, but this 
will be a visit at the presidential level and not the prime ministerial 

level. The time for such a visit, therefore, will not be decided by me alone, 
but also by the president of the republic. (On the date of the interview, 
there was no report on the official date of al-Qadhdhafi's visit to Greece.) 


Brinkley: There is U.S. speculation on this. In our country, he is 
considered a supporter of terrorism, something of an international gangster; 
| agree with this. 


Papandreou: I, however, do not. We must understand certain things without 
this meaning that I accept or agree with or espouse any action by any 
political leader, including that of al-Qadhdhafi. He took over a country that 
was very backward. The Italians did not allow Libyans to go beyond the 

second grade. He took over a country that had been shamelessly exploited 
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by the oil companies. In a relatively short time, he managed to build homes, 
schools and hospitals for the people. 


Brinkley: He has a lot of money today. 


Papandreou: He has a lot of money. As a result of the drop in oil prices 
and the partial U.S. boycott, he is faced with some serious problems. It 
is not easy anymore to tum oil into dollars. 


Brinkley: The boycott was enforced after Reagan's statement that al-Qadhdhafi 
sent murderers to the United States to assassinate him. 


Papandreou: It is difficult for me to comment on something which I do not 
know anything about. Retuming to your question, however, it is a tradi- 
tional policy of Greece, as well as something which we have emphatically 
reaffirmed, to develop close economic, trade and cultural relations with the 
Arab world. We believe that Greece is at the crossroads. In some way we 
are like what Spain was at one time.... 


Brinkley: A bridge to Africa? 

Papandreou: The bridge to Africa. The bridge of the Arab world to Europe. 
This role is fully understood. We are not the only ones to believe this. 
They look upon us in this fashion in the Arab countries, and they expect us 
to brief them on and to present the Arab cause in Europe. 


Brinkley: Thank you, Mr Prime Minister. 


Papandreou: It is I who thank you for giving me this opportunity.

{["Exclusive" interview granted in Bonn by Willy Brandt toTo VIMA correspondent 
Vasos Mathiopoulos and to CORRTERE DELLA SERA of Milan--date not given] 


[Excerpts] The founder of "Ost Politik," which changed the "climate" in 

East-West relations in Europe, chairman of the Socialist Intemational, 

former chancellor of the FRG, Nobel peace prize winner and acceptable 

mediator to both superpowers Willy Brandt, is, perhaps, today the topmost 

personality in West Europe. His great experience and the success of his 
he 


political "incisions" on particularly sensitive issues give exceptional weight 
to every single word he has to say on world problems. 


In the following interview--granted exclusively to TO VIMA and to the Italian 
newspaper CORRIERE DELLA SERA--Brandt speaks on the "pressing" problems of 
the world, of Europe, NATO, the EEC and Greece. The following is a gleaning 
of his views which demonstrates the breath of his study and the depth of his 
concern: 


Question: What are your opinions on the activities to date of the Greek 
socialist government under Andreas Papandreou, and how do you view coopera- 
tion between the SPD and PASOK? 


Answer: It was with great satisfaction that we followed the establishment of 
the government under Andreas Papandreou in Greece and its firm development. 
We hope for fruitful cooperation with it. In reference to our parties, it is 
already well known that during the most recent years a close contact and 
relationship developed between the SPD and PASOK. My view is that this is 

to the benefit of the interests of both parties. I do not believe that at 
this stage we need more institutional ties. What is essential is that we 
Should utilize and fill the areas of our cooperation whenever opportunities 
are provided and in accordance with the given moment and within the possi- 
bilities made available. 


Question: It is specifically in respect of the Polish problem that I 
would like to ask you whether it is not an unbearable burden for Westem 
Europe, an area where democratic parliamentary regimes are operating, that 
it has within it a military dictatorship like Turkey? How do you view the 
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fact that in respect of the martial law in Poland most official Europeans 
appear to be indignant, but that in respect of the situation prevailing 

in Turkey--where human rights are being systematically trampled upon--there 
is general understanding? Could such a position be considered credible? 


Answer: It cannot be credible. In accordance to my own principles I condem 
the dictatorial regime in Turkey. We cannot have double standards when we 
deal with such situations. In respect of this, however, I must mention that 
since NATO came into existence there has been an alternation of civilians and 
the military in authority. This is not the first time this has happened. 
Perhaps this partially explains why there are different statements. I 
receall myself that when I was minister of foreign affairs I had to deal with 
this problem of Turkey as well as other countries at that time which did not 
have democratic regimes. 


[ wish to reiterate, however, as well as to emphasize, that wherever it is a 
question of respect of democratic rights of the citizens or of the indepen- 
dence of labor trade unions, it is unacceptable that in the case cf Poland 
there should be utilization of different measures and that others should be 
applied under a different light within the bosom of the alliance in respect 
of a member state--a member which disregards and violates human rights.

PS POSITION ON CONSTITUTIONAL REVISION DESCRIBED 
Lisbon O JORNAL in Portuguese 2 Apr 82 pp 2-3 


[Article by Carneiro Jacinto: "Eanes and Soares Agree on Undiminished Presi- 
dential Authority"] 


[Text] The PS [Socialist Party] will submit a proposal to the constitutional 
revision commission, just after the Easter holidays, providing for double 
cabinet responsibility, to the president and the Assembly of the Republic, 
authority for the chief of state to dissolve the Assembly of the Republic, 
having heard the (nonbinding) recommendation of the council of the republic, 
and to dismiss tne prime minister, in order to make the functioning of the 
democratic institutions more viable. Under these conditions, there is every 
indication that the president of the republic will in substance retain his 
current authority, which may even be expanded where the capacity to dissolve 
the parliament is concerned. Similarly, the possibility that the PR [president 
of the republic] will resign seems definitely excluded. 


The new position which has now been adopted by the party leadership also corre- 
sponds to the desires of the minority, which has always defended the need 

to avoid reduction of the authority of the president of the republic. This 

PS policy, apparently a definitive one, emerged in the course of the series 

of talks held in this connection last week with the president of the republic 
by a socialist delegation headed by Mario Soares. 


According to our sources, the president set forth to the socialists, as a 
basic issue where the revision of the constitution is concerned, the need 

to maintain the principle of double responsibility as a way of avoiding dis- 
tortion of the current semi-presidential regime and also to avoid deceiving 
the electorate which elected him in 1980 as to the promises made. 


Dissolution of the Assembly 


In this connection, to judge from our information, the issue of double respon- 
sibility is more important to Eanes than whether or not he has authority freely 
to dismiss the prime mini*:er. The president even seems to have admitted 

that the retention of the current structure of authority, with the power freely 
to dissolve the Assembly of the Republic added, might be excessive. He is 

even reported to have acknowledged that perhaps the dissolution of the Assembly 
of the Republic should be preceded by a recommendation, possibly binding, 
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from the council of the republic, and that some restrictions might be placed 
on the authority to dismiss the prime minister. Eanes is said even to have 
said he might possibly accept conditions imposed on the power to dismiss the 
prime minister. As to the authority to dissolve the Assembly of the Republic, 
Mario Soares, however, insisted that the recommendation of the council of 

the republic should not be binding, unlike what is the case currently with 

the authority of the council of the revolution in this connection. 


In his meeting with the socialist delegation, Eanes made no reference to the 
possibility of abandoning his term of office or presenting his resignation 
for lack of agreement with the terms of the constitutional revision. He ex- 
pressed the view that the revi.-on should be speedy, and he defined his posi- 
tion, analyzing each of the issues involving his authority. 


Socialist Party Posts 


Mario Soares, from what we could learn from the socialist sector, indicated 
agreement with the majority of the views defended by Eanes and even hastened 
to make it clear that he has never said publicly that he is against double 
cabinet responsibility. 


This position, and later statements by Jaime Gama--in violation of request 
made at a parliamentary group meeting that the deputies refrain from public 
statements--caused a certain unease between the majority and the minority. 


While a source in the party leadership tells us that the issue of double re- 
sponsibility was never in question and that it is the "Constancio document" 
which limits the political responsibility of the cabinet to the Assembly of 
the Republic alone, a representative challenged "this exploitation of the 
moment ,"' saying that Constancio, in earlier parliamentary sessions, sought, 
through his proposal, only to reflect a possible consensus between the two 
sectors, difficult though it might be to obtain. 


Circles close to the majority say further that "in the final analysis, it 

is those who always claim to be closest to Eanes who fail to understand that 
the president sought and has always believed the most important thing to be 
the authority to dismiss the prime minister." The comment of groups close 

to the minority is that "this position now is at the very least hypocritical. 


It would, then, be time for Soares "to ally himself" with Eanes and support 
him “until the end of his term of office." The minority, although it does 

not accept the aspersions now being cast upon it, will not create any major 
problems in the path of the solution adopted by the party leadership either. 


Military Leadership Issue 


Another problem dealt with during the interview and pertaining to the consti- 
tutional revision was the question of the military commanders. Eanes is re- 
ported to have explained his viewpoint on the subject, which is not in agreement 
with the proposal already adopted within the PS, according to which the CEMGFA 
[Armed Forces Chief of Staff] is appointed by the president on the recommendation 
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of the cabinet. The president seems to believe, however, that this alternative 
is positive, with the end of his term of office in mind, at which point he 
thinks he should be elected as a civilian president. According to Eanes, 
historic reasons and even the present situation dictate that until that time, 
it will be better to keep things as they are. 


In any case, the president seems resigned to the viewpoint defended by the 
majority of the parliamentarians since, among other things, no agreement has 
been signed between him and the PS on this subject. 


This meeting, lasting more than 3 hours, served basically to bring Soares 

and Eanes closer together again. In this connection, the secretary general 

ot the PS defended the desirability of regularizing these talks, and plans 

were made for the two politicians to meet again after Eanes returns from Angola. 
"With this step,'' a majority leader in the PS tells us, "Eanes ceased to be 

the 'president of the PC,' and this is very important." 


President Opposes Dismissal 


A large part of the talk was devoted to an analysis of the current political 
Situation. Mario Soares expressed the view that the present cabinet is not 
viable and should speedily be replaced. Basically, Eanes is reported to have 
thought that the prime minister retains the confidence of the majority, and 
therefore should not be dismissed, that the country has great hopes for the 
constitutional revision, such that it is necessary to speed it up, and that 
the Assembly of the Republic should not be dissolved prior to so doing, and 
that there is no generalized feeling of rejection in the country on the part 
of social forces and the people justifying the dismissal of the cabinet. 


No Socialist Alternative 


The president of the republic is further reported to have made it clear to 

the socialist delegation that the PS talks of the need to replace the cabinet 
but does not put forth any alternative scenario. In brief, the president 
believes that there are not at this point political reasons which would justify 
the dismissal of the cabinet or the dissolution of the Assembly of the Republic. 


When he was interviewed on television on Tuesday, Mario Soares changed his 
most recent statement to some extent, saying only that he "would agree to 
the dissolution of the Assembly of the Republic," which was interpreted as 
being the result of his exchange of view with the president of the republic. 


Generally speaking, the meeting with Eanes was regarded by the PS leadership 
as "very positive," because, among other things, as we have already said, 

it allowed Mario Soares te extract some dividends both with regard to the 

PS minority and the AD [Democratic Alliance] itself. Beyond this, the agree- 
ment in principle with the president of the republic consolidates the key 
position of the PS on the process of constitutional revision.

[Interview granted by Turkish Foreign Minister Ilter Turkmen to HURRIYET 
correspondent Yavuz Gokmen in Ankara--date not specified] 


[Excerpts] Question: Sir, will there be a war between Britain and 
Argentina? 


Answer: We sincerely hope that some form of solution will be found. However, 
time is becoming shorter and shorter. We can't help watching the situation 
with anxiety. Britain has announced a 200-mile restricted zone around the 
Falkland Islands. Reports say that a restricted air zone is going to be 
announced as well. These are signs that we are nearing the point of conflict. 


Question: Let us shift to the Middle East, if you wish? A very tense 
atmosphere prevails there. 


Answer: The continuation of the conflict between Iran and Iraq is causing 
anxiety. There is also tension between Syria and Iraq. We have felt the 
direct effects of this tension. A complication has arisen, particularly 

in railway transportation. Our policy is to maintain harmony among the 
Islamic countries. We hold the opinion that harmony among the Islamic states 
is of paramount importance in the joint struggle they are waging against 
Israel. Israel has recently been increasing its what we may call irresponsible 
and insolent acts. The latest air attack, the provocations it has resorted 
to in Gaza and the West Bank and the atmosphere it has created in Jerusalem 
in a manner that hurts the feelings of the Islamic countries prove the 
irresponsibility and the insolence of its actions. Israel is bound to 

suffer in the end for its aggressive behavior. 


Question: We have tried to find the Falkland Islands on the globe. Would 
we, we wonder, easily find Turkey on the globe? 


Answer: Yes, quite easily. Probably if you were to come in touch with 


peoples in some parts of Latin America, they would not be able to find Turkey 
on the map. But a vast majority of the world knows where Turkey is. 
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Question: Let us tackle the question figuratively. Let us find Turkey's 
place not geographically but politically. It is being argued that Turkey 
is gradually breaking away from the West and shifting toward the East. Do 
you think that Turkey is taking its place in a new world? 


Answer: It is impossible to argue that by increasing its economic relations 
with the Arab countries Turkey is decreasing its economic relations with the 
West. It is true that our exports to the Arab countries reached a very high 
level in 1981. Naturally, it is not correct to draw great conclusions from 
export figures in 1 year. I am certain that our exports will continue to 
increase, if political circumstances permit. We always have to bear in mind 
political circumstances. Here is an example: Our exports to Iraq will suffer 
some setbacks because of the closure of the Syrian-Iraqi border. Certain 
strains [sikintilar] have developed in our relations with Libya. There are 
probably some political reasons behind it, as you know. Therefore, it is 
impossible to provide guarantees for the future. 


Question: Can you deny that the West is behaving cooly toward us? 


Answer: You are generalizing. As far as we are concerned, NATO is the most 
important organization in the West, and the United States is the most 
powerful state in the West. The United States is not at all behaving cooly 
toward Turkey. In fact, relations between Turkey and the United States have 
never been as good as they are today. Cooperation between Turkey and the 
United States is promising both in the fields of economy and defense. We 
have reached a very mature stage in Turkish~-U.S. relations. After many 
experiences, both sides have come to better appreciate the true significance 
and the need for cooperation. There has never been a better understanding 
between Turkey and the United States than there is today. 


Question: In what state are our relations with the Soviet Union? 


Answer: Good neighborly relations have been our main principle since the 
1960's. 


Question: Do you mean that there are no problems at all? 


Answer: Naturally, we do have serious divergences in international issues, 
but these divergences have not affected bilateral relations. 


Question: Now let us discuss Greece, if you wish. 


Answer: At the moment, we are not in a position to make an optimistic 
appraisal of our relations with Greece. The Greek Government is continuing 

to be argumentative. Only recently, the Greek prime minister spoke of Turkish 
threats again. If the Greek Government desires to resume talks, it must 

say so. The most important thing for us is not the mere resumption of 

talks. Greece must essentially refrain from faits accomplis and unilateral 
actions in matters to be taken up. This is the point we have always stressed. 
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Question: Will there be a retaliation if faits accomplis are created? 


Answer: There will be a retaliation, as stressed by our honorable prime 
minister in one of his speeches. 


Question: You mean the clouds of war have not yet been scattered? 


Answer: <A war situation does not exist. It is not correct to evaluate the 
circumstances in this manner, but there is a serious situation. 


Question: Honorable minister, we have had a serious interview. 
Answer: (Smiling) Foreign affairs is a serious matter. 
Question: But diplomats can make witty remarks. 


Answer: You know the difference between women and diplomats: If a woman 


says ''no,'' she means "perhaps." If she says "perhaps," she means "yes." 
If a diplomat says "yes," he means "perhaps." If he says "perhaps," he 
means 'no."' If he says "no," he is not a diplomat.

TURKMEN ADDRESSES COUNCIL OF EUROPE MEETING

[Text] Foreign Minister Ilter Turkmen has said that Turkey attaches 
importance to its relations with the Council of Europe; however, these 
relations cannot be continued through the one-sided efforts by Turkey. 


Turkmen delivered a speech at the Council of Europe Ministerial Committee 
meeting in Strasbourg today. In his statement, Turkmen said that Turkey 
attaches importance to its relations with the Council of Europe and the 
Council of Europe, too, must attach importance to its relations with 

Turkey. Noting that the attitude of the council created disappointment in 
Turkey, Turkmen stated that the Turkish people have not displayed an emotional 
reaction to this situation because of their loyalty to the existing administra- 
tion and to democratic beliefs; however, the patience of Turkish public 
opinion is not endless. Turkmen continued: Regardless of the stance of our 
partners, the process of establishing democracy in Turkey will continue in 
accordance with the announced dates. However, a negative attitude to be 
adopted by the Council of Europe countries would adversely affect Turkey's 
relations with these countries even after the establishment of parliamentary 
democracy. The council countries must evaluate the developments from this 
aspect, endeavor to reach balanced judgments and renounce their decisions 
taken in a bid to apply pressure. 


Turkmen pointed out that the negative stand adopted by certain countries 
known for their hostile attitude toward Turkey under the pretense of 
defending democracy is causing indignation in Turkey. He noted that basic 
rights and freedoms in Turkey are guaranteed by the 1961 constitution--which 
is currently in effect--and he added that certain temporary measures taken do 
not in any way affect the basic rights and freedoms. 


Referring to claims of torture, Turkmen said that the administration in 
Turkey is dealing with these claims with great sensitivity and that the 
necessary proceedings are being conducted against those responsible. Turkmen 
pointed out that most of the claims put forward particularly by Amnesty 
International were found to be unfounded following investigations. Turkmen 
added that the unionists who are currently on trial are being tried for 
their illegal actions by courts that existed before 12 September 1980 and in 
accordance with laws that existed prior to that date, and not for their 

union activities.

HERNU, PETSOS COMMENT ON WAR INDUSTRY PROTOCOL

[Text] French Defense Minister Charles Hernu departed for his country at 
1800 [1500 GMT]. At a press conference before his departure, Mr Hernu 
referred to the Greek-French draft agreement that was signed, stressing that 
in the future it will determine common French-Greek plans in the armaments 
sector. The French defense minister said that there are very broad possi- 
bilities for cooperation in the aeronautical engineering sector in which 
Greece has, as he said, ability and experience. He then said that Greece 

has shown interest in being supplied with the Mirage-2000 military aircraft 
as well as with ground-to-air defense systems. He added, however, that there 
are presently no agreements on these. 


Referring to the draft agreement, the French minister said that it is devoid 
of all political expediencies, because we absolutely believe in cooperation 
with Greece and we respect the independence of the Republic of Greece. Our 
wish is, he continued, to end Greek dependence on the big powers in the 
armaments sector. He pointed out that the agreement fulfills the Greek 
Government's desire to do away with middlemen and transactions between the 
two countries. 


Deputy National Defense Minister Petsos then spoke and said that the agree- 
ment is for 5 years and that it contains three basic points. 


l. It creates the prerequisites for transforming the Greek military industry 
from a repair to a manufacturing industry. 


2. It achieves the goal of changing Greece's armaments sources. 


3. It neutralizes the middleman, who harms transactions and the interests 
of states. 


Mr Petsos also said that in the future two supplements of the agreement 

will be compiled. The first supplement will describe the sectors of coopera- 
tion between the two co:ntries, and the second supplement the annual accounting 
for the work of both governments in the sector of mutual cooperation. 

Mr Petsos clarified that no conditions have been made that will stop Greece 
from being supplied with military equipment from any source that it desires.

ECONOMIC PERFORMANCE FOR 1981 EVALUATED 
Madrid COMERCIO E INDUSTRIA in Spanish 28 Feb 82 p 4 


[Text] For the month of December 1981 the Consumer Price Index rose by 1.6 
percent and for the whole of 1981 the index jumped by 14.4 percent, a figure 
that was 0.1 percent below the estimate projected by the government. A com- 
parison of the increase in the Consumer Price Index in 1981 with that of 1980 
indicates a further slowdown in the inflation rate which, in 1981, slid by 
0.8 percent compared to 1980 and by 1.2 and 2.1 percent compared to 1979 and 
1978, respectively. 


However, December 1981 saw a rise in the monthly growth rate of the 1981 
Consumer Price Index considering that if we compare it with the evolution 
of the index for November 1981--0.8 percent--December evidenced an increase 
of 0.8 percent. 


The major increase in December 1981, which exceeded the price level rise in 
the corresponding month of the four earlier fiscal years, was a rise of 

2.3 percent in the food, beverages, and tobacco sector. However, the element 
most responsible for the jump was medical services, which shot up by 2.5 
percent. The housing sector rose by 1.9 percent; transportation and com- 
munications by 1.4 percent; househoid supplies and services by 0.9 percent; 
clothing and footwear by 0.8 percent; and finally, cultural and leisure 
activities by 0.4 percent. 


For the year as a whole the annual inflation by sector yielded the following 
results: food, beverages, and tobacco, 13.6 percent; housing, 17 percent; 
transportation, 15.2 percent; cultural and leisure activities, 14.8 percent; 
medical services, 14.5 percent; household expenditures, 11.9 percent; and 
clothing, 11.8 percent. 


If we compare the trends among the various sectors which make up the index we 
see how, in comparison to 1980, food witnessed more inflation even though it 
was below the general price rise. Contrariwise, the housing and transporta- 
tion sectors saw a higher price rise than the general index. 


If we compare the result of the inflation of 1981 in Spain with that of the 
EEC we notice a differential of nearly 2 percentage points to our dis- 
advantage. This suggests the effort that Spain will have to make in 1982. 











Unemployment 


The unemployment figures noted in December 1981 represented 13.57 percent o+ 
the economically active population. In absolute terms this meant chet there 
were 1,743,189 people who were jobless. If the unemployment situation in 


December 1981 is compared with that of November, one notices an increase in 
unemployed of 48,617. 


The net increase in total unemployed in December 1981 compared to the cor- 
responding month of 1980 indicates a growth of 327,500 individuals in the 
total number of jobless. 


In terms of sectors unemployment statistics in December 1981 yielded the 
following results: agriculture, 83,431 individuals; industry, 436,057; 
construction, 407,512; services, 446,158; and among the group categorized 

as without prior employment, a total of 370,631 were jobless. Regarding 

our province, the figures broken down by sectors are as follows: agriculture, 
326 [sic] individuals; industry, 45,086; construction, 39,288; services, 
53,335; without previous employment, 43,425; total, 181,461 unemployed 
individuals. 


Elsewhere, slight hope may be derived from the analysis of the evolution of 
the survey of the economically active population in the third quarter of 
1981 since, even though the unemployment figures grew, they did so at a 
lower rate than in the earlier periods. 


For the third quarter the survey of the economically active population showed 
how the number of employed people dropped by 8,000 which, compared to the 
100,000 or the 130,000 of the earlier quarters, is really encouraging. 


Industrial Production 


The results of the Survey of Industrial Activities for December 1981 were 
recently published. They reflect a generalized improvement in most of the 
variables which they examined. 


In the aforementioned survey, aggregate demand for the entire industrial 
sector excluding construction showed a rise of 6 points compared to November 
1981. Within this variable the capital goods sector stood at 9 percent above 
the November figure; the intermediate goods sector indicated an improvement 
of 10 points; while the consumer goods sector was 5 points better than in 
November. Nevertheless, all these indexes stood below those projected as 
normal in the survey. 


Inventories of finished products saw an improvement of 2 points compared to 
the earlier month for the whole of industry excluding construction. The 
other sectors also witnessed improvements and in this sense one can single 
out the capital goods sector which evidenced a 6-point rise compared to 
November 1981. 








Finally, the production variable, also analyzed in this survey, increased by 
8 points compared to a drop of 3 points registered in the previous month. 
The capital goods sector rose from minus 4 points in November to plus 10 
points in December 1981; intermediate goods increased from plus 1 point in 
November to plus 10 points in December; and the consumer goods sector went 
from minus 5 points in November to plus 6 points in December 1981. 


One can notice from these results the halt in the downslide. observed in the 
past few months even though it will be necessary to analyze the successive 
surveys of the next few months to be able to confirm this favorable trend 
evidenced in the iudustrial sector in December 1981. 


Foreign Trade 


In November 1981 the foreign trade deficit reached 56,388 million peseias, 
imports totaled 231,887 million pesetas compared to exports of 175,499 
million pesetas. The exports-to-imports ratio stood at 75.7. 


In the period from January to November 1981, the trade deficit totaled 
1,025,980 million pesetas, resulting from exports of 1,657,185 million 
pesetas and imports of 2,683,165 million pesetas. 


[In the November imports it is possible to make out a drop in crude oil pur- 
chases. If we compare the purchases of crude oil in November 1981 with 
imports during the corresponding month of 1980 we note a drop of 32.9 per- 
cent. Excluding crude oil, the other imports rose by 23.5 percent compared 
to the corresponding month of 1980. The major imports consisted of general 
machinery for 34,094 million pesetas and chemical products for 20,136 million 
pesetas. 


As regards exports, the increase in November 1981 compared to the correspond- 
ing month of 1980 stood at 39.7 percent. Major export items were, in order 
of value, automobiles, non-crude oil products, footwear, Seville oranges, 

and ships. 


For all the 12 months in 1981 the results in foreign trade yielded a deficit 
of 1,082,013 million pesetas. Imports grew by 21.2 percent, the absolute 
value being estimated at 2.97 billion pesetas. Exports increased by 26.5 
percent and totaled 1.88 billion pesetas. The rate of coverage of imports 
by exports in 1981 was 63.6 percent, which suggests a 3-percentage point 
improvement compared to 1980. 





Foreign Trade--According to the General Directorate of Customs, imports in 
December 1981 were 287.27 billion pesetas compared to exports worth 231.237 
billion pesetas, indicating a rate of coverage of imports by exports of 
80.4 percent.

The quarterly 
evolution indicated a drop of 3.5 percentage points.

TEXT OF JOINT CYPRUS-CSSR COMMUNIQUE ISSUED

{"Text" of joint communique issued in Nicosia on 25 April 1982 on the official 
visit by Minister of Foreign Affairs of the Czechoslovak Socialist Republic 
Mr Bohuslav Chnoupek ] 


[Text] At the invitation of the minister of foreigr affairs of the Republic 
of Cyprus, Mr Nikos A. Rolandhis, the Minister of Foreign Affairs of the 
Czechoslovak Socialist Republic Mr Bohuslav Chnoupek paid an official visit 
to the Republic of Cyprus from 22 to 25 April 1982. 


During his visit Minister Chnoupek was received by the President of the 
Republic of Cyrpus Mr Spiros Kiprianou and by the Acting President of the 
House of Representatives Mr Ezekias Papaioannou. 


The minister of foreign affairs of the Czechoslovak Socialist Republic laid 
a wreath at the statue of Archbishop Makarios in Nicosia. 


During the talks the two ministers exchanged views on the most important 
intermational problems, the present state and the prospects of the Cyprus 
question and on bilateral relations. 


In assessing the international situation, the two ministers noted with 
satisfaction that an identity or closeness of views of the two sides on many 
issues was reaffirmed. 


They expressed serious concern over the present state of affairs in inter- 
national relations. Non-compliance with the principles of the UN Charter, 

the final act of the Helsinki conference and the generally accepted principles 
and norms of international law, especially the use of force and the efforts 
aimed at making a policy from the position of force and dictate as well as 

the escalation of arms race in the interest of such policy, have resulted 

in an increased tension. The attempts aimed at disturbing the existing 
approximate balance of forces contribute further to the deterioration of 
international relations, thus directly increasing the danger of confrontation. 


They agreed that, within a climate of such deteriorated international rela- 
tions, it is especially important for all nations, without any distinction, 
to anticipate and prevent all steps which could increase the danger of 
confrontation. 

















The two ministers confirmed that the Czechoslovak Socialist Republic and 
Cyprus would continue to do their utmost to preserve all that was achieved 

by joint efforts on the raod shown by the conference on security and coopera- 
tion in Europe. In this respect they expressed their regret that it was not 
found possible to continue the drafting work, with a view to finalising the 
concluding document of the Madrid follow-up meeting and thus it was felt 
necessary to adjourn the meeting until autumn this year. 


They furthermore expressed their determination to strive, in cooperation 

with other participating states, so that the Madrid meeting during its resumed 
session next November, adopts a substantive and balanced concluding document, 
which would provide, inter alia, a mandate for the convening of a conference 
on confidence and security building measures and disarmament in Europe. 


In this regard they also expressed their satisfaction and deep appreciation 
for the positive and constructive role of the neutral and nonaligned states 
and for their untiring efforts towards achieving a substantive and balanced 
concluding document covering all the areas of the final act. 


They stated that all states should unite their efforts in order to maintain 
and develop further the process of detente. They agreed that it was 
extremely necessary to prevent renewal of hostility and to combat mistrust 
on the continent of Europe. 


The two ministers stressed the great positive importance of the final act 
of the conference on security and cooperation in Europe and they expressed 
themselves for its implementation as a whole. 


They stressed the necessity of implementing the principles of peaceful 
co-existence among states with different social systems which would contri- 
bute to the strengthening of peace and security. Proceeding from this 
principle, they will strive for the continuation of the process of detente 
and the strengthening of peace and cooperation among nations. 


The two ministers expressed the support of their countries to all steps 
aiming at attaining general and complete disarmament, under strict and 
effective international control, and they expressed themselves for a further 
development of international cooperation directed to this aim. In this 
connection the Czechoslovak side expressed its appreciation for the support 
given by Cyprus to the Czechoslovak proposal for the declaration of inter- 
national cooperation, aiming at attaining the objectives of disarmament. 


The two ministers appreciated the recent initial proposals of the Soviet 
Union on the limitation of nuclear weapons in Europe and the declaration of 
a unilateral moratorium on the deployment of nuclear medium-range missiles 
in the European part of the Soviet Union. 


They expressed the view that the implementation of the decision on the 
deployment of new nuclear medium-range missiles on the territory of Westem 
Europe would aggravate tension and endanger peace and security in Europe. 














An immediate reopening of Soviet-American talks on the limitation of strategic 
weapons and the attainment of the respective agreements at these talks would, 
in the opinion of the two ministers, significantly contribute to the strength- 
ening of security in Europe and in the whole world. 


Both ministers attach great importance to the meeting of the highest represen- 
tatives of the USSR and U.S.A. as the most effective form of dialogue. In 
this respect the two ministers expressed theix readiness to welcome the 
holding of this summit meeting on the basis of concrete proposals regarding 
its place and date. 


They supported a speedy conclusion of the negotiations on a complete and 
general ban of »uclear weapons’ tests, as well as on a ban of bacteriological 
and chemical weapons. 


They also expressed themselves for an agreement on the nom-use of nuclear 
weapons against non-nuclear states, which do not have such weapons on their 
territory and for the non-deployment of nuclear weapons on the territory of 
states, where such weapons have not been deployed so far. 





They expressed their support for the efforts aiming at the establishment 
of nuclear-free zones in different areas of the world. They will continue 
to support the steps leading to the conclusion of a world treaty on the 
non-use of force in international relations, to the convening of a world 
disarmament conference, as well as all constructive proposals aiming at 
military detente, increasing of security of nations and disarmament. 


While assessing the results of the 36th session of the General Assembly of 
the United Nations, the two sides noted that its results testify to the 

fact that the policy of peace, the reduction of the arms race and detente 
have become deeply rooted. They stressed the significance of the adoption 
of the resolution on international cooperation for disarmament presented by 
the Czechoslovak Socialist Republic and also the importance of the resolution 
on the question of disarmament and international security, adopted on the 
basis of a proposal by Cyprus. 


The two sides expressed their resolution to do their utmost to contr:..bute 
to the success of the 2nd special session of the General Assembly of the 
United Nations on disarmament and to ensure that it adopts appropriate and 
effective decisions. 


The two ministers agreed that serious negotiations on the basis of proposals 
aiming at an agreement on mutual reduction of armed forces and armaments and 
associated measures in Central Europe in the first stage, would contribute 
to overcoming the impasse existing at the Vienna talks. 





During their discussion, the two ministers paid special attention to the 
Cyprus problem. They noted with concern that no progress was achieved in 
the efforts aimed at attaining a just and permanent solution and that the 
violation of the sovereignty and territorial integrity of the Republic of 
Cyprus continues. They expressed regret that the resolutions of the United 

















Nations and of the Nonaligned Movement on the Cyprus question had not yet 
been implemented and they made an appeal for their speedy implementation. 
They also expressed themselves against any foreign intervention into the 
affairs of Cyprus. They voiced their support for the efforts being exerted 
by the secretary-general of the UN in carrying out the mandate entrusted to 
him with regard to the intercommunal talks, according to the UN resolutions 
on Cyprus, and expressed the hope that the necessary momentum will be created 
which will be conducive to an early achievement of progress in the course 

of the negotiating process. 


They agreed that a just and permanent solution for the benefit of the Cypriot 
people could only be achieved by the implementation of the relevant resolu- 
tions of the United Nations, the final act of Helsinki and while consistently 
respecting the independence, sovereignty, territorial integrity, unity and 
nonalignment of the Republic of Cyprus and also respecting the human rights 
and fundamental freedoms of all Cypriots. 





Both sides stressed the fact that constructive negotiations between the two 
communities could not be held on the basis of proposals aiming at the 
division of the island. They have also stressed anew the importance to 
reach a final and just solution relating to the internal aspect of the 
Cyprus problem, through negotiations between the two communities under the 
auspices of the United Nations, on the basis of the UN resolutions and the 
12 February 1977 and 19 May 1979 agreements, without outside interference and 
in the interest of an independent and united Cyprus. The withdrawal of all 
foreign troops from the Republic of Cyprus is indispensable for the achieve- 
ment of a lasting solution of the problem. They also expressed themselves 
against unilateral actions which could adversely affect such a solution. 


Attention was also paid by the two ministers to the humanitarian problem of 
the missing persons and it was agreed that every effort should be exerted 
to ensure the speedy tracing of and accounting for them. 


The two sides urged the international community to ascribe utmost importance 
to the problem of Cyprus and to promote any efforts by the United Nations to 
find an equitable solution through the full implementation of the United 
Nations resolutions. 


The two ministers shared the view that a representative international 
conference on the Cyprus question, within the framework of the United 
Nations, would significantly contribute to its peaceful solution. They 
emphasized that the full demilitarization and disarmament of Cyprus would 
not only be in the interest of its people but also of the cause of peace, 
security and stability in the area. 





The minister of foreign affairs of the Czechoslovak Socialist Republic, 

Mr Bohuslav Chnoupek, reaffirmed the permanent support given by the Czechos- 
lovak Socialist Republic to the efforts of the government and the people 

of Cyprus as well as to all efforts aiming at attaining a just, peaceful and 
permanent solution of the Cyprus question. 











The minister of foreign affairs of the Republic of Cyprus, Mr Nikos A. 
Rolandhis, expressed the gratitude of the government and the people of 

Cyprus for the constant support received from the friendly government and the 
people of the Czechoslovak Socialist Republic in their efforts to safeguard 
the independence, sovereignty, territorial integrity, unity and nonalignment 
of the Republic of Cyprus and to defend their fundamental rights. 


The Czechoslovak side highly appreciated the positive role of the Republic 

of Cyprus in the Nonaligned Movement. In this connection, the two sides 
stressed the important role played by the Nonaligned Movement in international 
life as a significant force in the struggle for the preservation and 
strengthening of peace. 


The two ministers discussed the dangerous situation in the Middle East 
which has further deteriorated, owing to the Israeli unlawful annexation of 
the Golan Heights as well as other acts of aggression committed by Israel. 
They regarded the immediate withdrawal of Israeli troops from all occupied 
Arab territories and the recognition of the right to self-determination to 
the Arab people of Palestine, including the right for the establishment of 
their own independent state--while respecting the legitimate interests of 
all states and nations of the Middle East--as the main preconditions for 
overcoming the present explosive situation and for establishing a just and 
permanent peace in the Middle East. 


While assessing the situation in South Africa, the two sides resolutely 
condemed all attempts to slow down the process for the attainment of 
independence of a united Namibia and to promote a neo-colonialist solution 
for the problem of that country. They expressed solidarity with the struggle 
of the people of Namibia, led by SWAPO, as their only legitimate representa- 
tive. They emphatically condemned the aggressive acts by the Republic of 
South Africa against the front-line states, especially against Angola and 
Mozambique. 


The two sides confirmed their full support to the people of the Republic of 
South Africa and to its vanguard--the African National Congress--in their 
struggle against the racist regime of apartheid. 


The two sides confirmed their solidarity with the struggle of the nations 
of Latin America for the right to decide their own fate without any foreign 
intervention and they expressed their concern over the dangerous deteriora- 
tion of the situation in the Caribbean area. 





The two ministers highly appreciated the successful development of 
Czechoslovak-Cypriot relations. They noted with satisfaction that the 
results achieved in recent years were positive in all spheres. In this 
context, they particularly stressed the important contribution of the visit 
of the President of the Republic of Cyprus Mr Spiros Kiprianou, to Prague 
in June 1980 to the further development of these relations. 


The two sides expressed appreciation at the development of relations between 
the legislative bodies of the two countries and they confirmed their 
bilateral interest in contributing to the future strengthening and to the 
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expansion of contacts between the governments, parliaments and political 
and social organizations of the two countries. 


The two ministers expressed satisfaction at the development of Czechoslovak- 
Cypriot trade relations so far and they eramined the possibilities for 
further strengthening their mutual economic cooperation. 


They stressed the significance of cultural, educational, scientific, health 
and sports relations between the two countries in the interest of a better 
mutual acquaintance and understanding between the peoples of Czechoslovakia 
and Cyprus; they confirmed their mutual willingness to continue to strengthen 
them. 


They welcomed a further expansion of the contractual basis of their mutual 
relations. In particular they noted that during the last 2 years the agree- 
ment on the prevention of double-taxation and the road agreement were signed 
and the executive protocol to the agreement on cooperation in the field of 
health and the executive plan to the cultural agreement were agreed upon. 


The two ministers signed the treaty on legal assistance. 


The talks were characterized by friendly openness and mutual understanding. 
The two ministers expressed the identical conviction that their talks 
contributed to a further strengthening of mutual cooperation and to the 
strengthening of peace and security in Europe and in the world. 


The minister of foreign affairs of the Czechoslovak Socialist Republic, 

Mr Bohuslav Chnoupek invited the minister of foreign affairs of the Republic 
of Cyprus, Mr Nikos A. Rolandhis, to visit the Czechoslovak Socialist 
Republic. The invitation was accepted with thanks. The exact date of the 
visit will be fixed later on through diplomatic channels.

"TEXT' OF AKEL-DIKO COOPERATION PROGRAM PUBLISHED 
NC221345 Nicosia I ELEVTHEROTIPIA in Greek 22 Apr 82 p 3 


[Text] Yesterday the analytical positions of the minimum cooperation program 
between the Democratic Party [DIKO] and AKEL were published. The full text 
of the program's analytical positions is the following: 


The parties which signed this program agree and declare that: 


l. The current situation in our country is the result of conspiratorial 
plans of foreign reactionary circles and situations and, generally, foreign 
interventions, which obviously aim at partitioning Cyprus and depriving tie 
Cyprus people of their rights. The coup of the junta and Eoka B served 
foreign interests like the Turkish invasion and constituted the culmination 
of these conspiratorial activities and interventions. The Cyprus problem 
continues to be a problem of foreign interventions, invasions and occupation 
and of a blatant violation of the Cyprus people's rights. 


2. The unity and cocperation of the patriotic forces is indispensable for 
ridding Cyprus of the consequences of the coup and of the Turkish invasion, 
for confronting the dangers emanating from foreign designs and for the 
struggle for independence and our people's steady continuation of social 
progress. 


3. In order to wage the Cyprus people's struggle more effectively and to 
deal with the problems created by the coup, the invasion and the occupation, 
the cooperating parties accept the following minimum program and will seek 
its implementation in the best way possible, taking the most appropriate 
measures to this end. 





a. Goals and Aims 

The cooperating parties set the following goals and aims: 

a) The correct and just solution of the Cyprus problem through the guarantee 
of the country's complete independence, safeguarding of its sovereignty and 


its territorial integrity, its unity and the nonalignment of the Cyprus state. 


b) Cyprus’ demilitarization. 
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c) The implementation of a correct internal policy that will guarantee: 


l. The unity and cooperation of patriotic democratic forces and more 
generally of the people. 


2. Permanent internal stability. 
3. Protection and promotion of democratic institutions. 


4. Combatting any kind of anomaly and malpractice in the state and semi- 
state machinery. 


5. The implementation of a sound democratic economic and social policy that 
will serve the interests of the people as a whole, and especially those of 


the economically weaker classes. 


6. Rapprochement between Greek Cypriots and Turkish Cypriots and the 
restoration of mutual trust, friendship and cooperation. 


b. The Solution of the Cyprus Problem 

Considering the Cyprus problem as an issue of foreign conspiracies and inter- 
ventions which culminated with the coup, the invasion and the continuing 
occupation, and expressing their apprehension for the lack of progress in 
solving the problem, the cooperating parties declare that they will struggle. 
a) For a just, peaceful, mutually acceptable and viable solution of the 
Cyprus problem on the basis of the relevant UN resolutions and decisions and 
the summit agreements. 


b) For ridding Cyprus of foreign armies and its complete demilitarization. 


c) For the continuous internationalization of the Cyprus problem to the 
greatest possible extent. 


d) For the enhancement of the Cyprus state's entity. 

The Cyprus problem has two aspects: The internal and the intermational. 

The internal aspect consists of: 

a) The achievement of an agreement for the Cyprus state's constitutional 
structure. In this connection we seek the establishment of a federal state 
that will be composed of two regions (or provinces), one under Greek Cypriot 


rule and the other under Turkish Cypriot rule. 


b) The solution of the refugee problem in accordance with the UN resolutions 
and decisions. 


c) The guarantee of the fundamental freedoms and rights of all Cypriots. 
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d) Tracing of the fate of the missing persons. 
e) The implementation of the agreement on the enclaved people. 


f) Smoothing out relations, rapprochement, conciliation and cooperation 
between Greek Cypriots and Turkish Cypriots. 


The cooperating parties declare that the procedure of the intercommunal talks 
within the UN framework and under the UN auspices for a peaceful, just and 
mutually acceptable and viable solution of the Cyprus problem's internal 
aspect is the most appropriate in the current circumstances. For this reason 
they will work with consistency, perseverance and patience for the conduct 
and the success of substantive and constructive intercommunal talks in 
accordance with the UN resolutions and the summit agreements. 


The cooperating parties reject any tactics that will be based on the use of 
military force for the solution of the Cyprus problem. In case of a deadlock 
in the inter-Cupriot talks the cooperating parties will, without denouncing 
the procedure, promote other procedures and principally the discussion of the 
Cyprus problem at the UN General Assembly and the Security Council, according 
to circumstances. 


While seeking a just solution of the Cyprus problem through peaceful means, 
at the same time we consider defensive shielding to be an elementary measure 
of resistance against possible new aggressive activities. A fuller defensive 
shielding of Cyprus will allow us to put up a determined resistance to a 
possible Turkish attack. 


The international aspect consists of: 

a) The abolution of the treaty of alliance and the cancellation or substi- 
tution of the treaty of guarantee as well as a revision of the treaty of 
establishment as deemed necessary within the framework of the solution of 
the Cyprus problem. 

b) The withdrawal of all foreign troops and Cyprus’ complete demilitarization. 
c) The guarantee of authoritative international guarantees for the inde- 
pendence, sovereignty, territorial integrity and nonalignment of the Cyprus 
republic. 

d) The withdrawal from Cyprus of settlers from Turkey. 

For the settlement of the Cyprus problem's international aspect, the 


cooperating parties will systematically work for the convening of a special 
international conference under UN auspices and within the UN framework. 
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c. Interal Policy 
The basic goals of our internal policy are: 


a) The consolidation of cooperation among patriotic, democratic forces which 
constitutes the mainstay of the people's broadest unity. 


b) The achievement and strengthening of popular unity, the maintenance and 
consolidation of democratic order and normality, the purging of state and 
semistate services and combatting possible anomalies and malpractices inside 
them so that the operation of the state machinery and of the semistate organi- 
zations can become harmonious and more effective. 


c) The preservation and consolidation of democracy, democratic institutions 
and democratic procedure within the state and local self-government, within 
various organizations and institutions and generally of the people's demo- 
cratic education. 


d) The opening of the dossier on Cyprus’ betrayal as a morale-raising 
measure and to inform the people of the bakcground, the facts, the instigators 
and the perpetrators of the traitorous coup and so that justice may proceed 
with the appropriate punishment of the protagonists of our country's destruc- 
tion. The motives for the opening of the Cyprus dossier are not vindictive. 
The punishment of the coup's protagonists, and of all who are charged with 
murder, is viewed as an issue of restoration of moral and historical order, 
exemplification and dispensing of justice. The general punishment of those 
who were misguided and supported lawlessness, regardless of the degree of 
guilt, is not sought but important significance is attached to the punishment 
of the unrepentent protagonists of the treason. 


d. Rapprochement of the Two Communities 


Rapprochement between Greek Cypriots and Turkish Cypriots is considered to be 
the most indispensable prerequisite for the viability of a mutually acceptable 
solution of the Cyprus problem. The restoration and consolidation of trust, 
friendship and cooperation between Greek Cypriots and Turkish Cypriots wiil 
create the prerequisites for the peaceful coexistence of all Cyprus inhabitants. 


For the achievement of this purpose it is necessary to uproot chauvinism and 
cultivate a spirit of mutual esteem and respect between Greek Cypriots and 
Turkish Cypriots. It is necessary to avoid any activities, regardless of 
their origin, that could offend the national dignity of the Turkish Cypriots 
and Greek Cypriots. Until a total solut’or of the Cyprus problem is found, 
it is necessary to take and implement practics! and specific measures like 
the payment of dues to Turkish Cyprioi workers and working people who are 
entitled to benefits from the state fund for social insurance and the provi- 
dent fund, the offer of work in industrial or other enterprises and generally 
to offer facilities in various sectors. 


It is necessary that the state and the Greek Cypriot side manifest sympathetic 
understanding for the economic and social problems of our Turkish Cypriot 
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compatriots. The standard of living of the two communities should rise to the 
same level witin the framework of a united economy and both sides should 
demonstrate the necessary spirit of cooperation for the good and prosperity 
of the Cyprus people as a whole. 


e. Foreign Policy 


a) The nonaligned Cyprus foreign policy that has been followed since the 
establishment of the Republic of Cyprus must continue and be strengthened 
because there is an identity of our principles and aims with that of the 
countries of the nonaligned world in the struggle for peace, independence and 
social progress and because cur nonaligned policy strengthens and supports 
our struggle for a just, democratic and viable solution of our problem. 


b) Within the framework of the above policy and with faith in the principles 
of the Nonaligned Movement, which opposes imperialism, colonialism, neo- 
colonialism, fascism and also every form of oppression and exploitation, 
Cyprus will actively continue its contribution to the consolidation of 
freedom, justice, detente and peace in the world. 


c) Our effort is to guarantee the greatest possible intermational support 
in order to strengthen our independence and to develop the best possible 
relations with all countries of the world on the basis of mutual respect and 
nonintervention in our domestic affairs. 


d) We consider the existing good relations with the nonaligned, neutral 

and socialist countries, like the good and improving relations we have with 
many countries of the West and the support of public opinion in the Western 
countries and the support of public opinion in these countries [as published], 
to be a valuable element in our struggle. For this reason, this should be 
preserved, strengthened and expanded. Specifically, the existing close 
relations and our cooperation with the democratic Greek Government must 

be preserved, because the Greek Government's declared and manifest determined 
support, like the support of the political world and the Greek people, 
constitutes a basic support of our struggle for survival and vindication. 


e) The development of multilateral economic and commercial relations with 
all countries on the basis of mutual interest will be sought within the 


framework of our nonaligned foreign policy. 


f. Economic and Social Policy 





In the economic and social sectors, we shall follow a policy whose main goals 
will be: 


a) The constant development of the economy of Cyprus on the basis of specific 
programs and the creation of opportunities for employment. 


b) Raising the people's standard of living, and especially of the poorly 
paid classes.

c) Protecting and strengthening the middle class. 
d) A fairer distribution and redistribution of the national income. 


e) Revision of fiscal and tax policies in a way that will serve better and 
more effectively all the people, espeically the classes with low incomes. 


f) Within the framework of the system for a mixed economy, while it will 
continue to encourage private initiative, the state will, whenever the private 
sector is umable to or does not wish to undertake initiatives or if it is 
considered necessary for the more general interests, intervene more actively 
and determinedly in the economic sector through the establishment of state, 
semistate or mixed industrial units or through nationalization--in especially 
vital sectors--to the benefit of all the people and the country's economy. 


g) Plans for the nationalization of water resources under a representative 
central water authority, planned development through the construction of new 
dams and the southern acqueduct, and their fair distribution. 


h) Continuation and completion of the plan for the confrontation of our 
refugees' housing problem and implementation of decisions for the confronta- 
tion of the housing problem of all working people, especially of the poorly 
paid, as well as the problems of the relatives of the missing persons, the 
enclaved persons and other victims of the coup and the invasion. 


i) Implementation of concrete measures to combat tax evasion, strengthen 
the price committee and the market police for the more effective implementa- 
tion of their job as well as measures forthe confrontation of inflation, 
stagnation, economic development and the balance-of-trade deficit. 


j) Execution of special programs for the general development of the economi- 
cally backward mountainous areas and the improvement of their inhabitants 
living conditions. 


k) Complete purge and strengthening of trade wiionisn. 


1) Implementation of special measures to raise the position of women in 
society, and especially of the principle of equal pay. 





m) Implementation of special measures for the sound employment of young 
people and the professional rehabilitation of unemployed scientists. 


g. Social Payments 


o 


a) Completion of the plan for free education, increase of funds for scholar- 
ships and student loans, gradual expansion of pre-elementary education and 
establishment of a university. 


b) Implementation of a general plan for the people's medical care. 


c) Special care for the poor and an increase in payments and help. 
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h. Methods for the Implementation of the Minimum Program 


The implementation of the minimum program will be promoted through the 
following measures: 


a) The formation by the president of the republic of a government composed 
of capable, talented and irreproachable persons who will be loyal to the 
president and who the president will choose and appoint by exercising his 
constitutional right and taking into consideration the viewpoints of the 
cooperating parties. The persons to be chosen, who should be prominent for 
their well-known democratic affiliations, will exercise their duties as 
members of the government under the president of the republic's instructions 
for the implementation of the minimum program, which is also the framework 
and the guideline of the government program. 





b) The guarantee of the harmonious and effective operation of the government 
machinery--this basic organ for the promotion and implementation of govern- 
ment policy within the framework of its policy role--which is the instrument 
for the faithful and loyal execution of government decisions and the willing 
and conscientious serving of the people far from partisan or other expediencies 
and influences. 


i. Implementation of the Minimum Program 


The minimum program will be put into practice in a planned way and will 
constitute the government's official program. 


The minimum program will constitute the basis on which the cooperating 
parties will base and conduct the struggle for the election of the president 
of the republic from within the democratic patriotic forces. 


A special committee of the highest level which will watch the progress in 
the implementation of the program will be established with the participation 
of representatives from the cooperating parties, and at intervals the 
committee will submit reports on its ascertainments, observations and recom 
mendations to the president of the republic.

PRESS DISCUSSES BONN GOVERNMENT RESHUFFLE

[Report from the press review] 


[Text] Today the newspaper commentators discuss the Bonn cabinet reshuffle. 
SUEDDEUTSCHE ZEITUNG of Munich writes: With the cabinet reshuffle the 
chancellor has exhausted almost all possibilities available to him under the 
constitution and current political circumstances to keep the SPD in power 
despite increasing pressure. Regarding the consolidation of the budget and 
the employment program, this means going to the limits of the compromise with 
the coalition partner and even as far as using the vote of confidence to 

gain a parliamentary majority. Such tests of strength cannot be repeated 

in an unlimited way. Schmidt has been forced too often to threaten to resign 
and now he must consider that he will be taken at his word some day. He 
could become the victim the next time or the time after if he goes too far. 
If government reshuffles are a normal thing, as Schmidt claims, the replace- 
ment of chancellors is even more so. In the history of the Federal Republic 
there have been at least as many chancellors who have fallen as there have 
been planned, comprehensive and voluntary government reshuffles. That was 
the SUEDDEUTSCHE ZEITUNG. 


The daily DIE WELT notes: A government chief is permitted to replace the 
unfortunate and the unsuccessful with new names. Helmut Schmidt once termed 
himself a leading employee of this republic and as such he has failed because 
he was not able to implement a decision when it was necessary. Rumors spread 
for weeks, therefore, and his closest aides were allowed to become targets 

of negative speculation. The embarrassment that was put up with in connec- 
tion with the reshuffle even reached the chancellor's office. Manfred 
Lahnstein, an undisputed expert, is the cornerstone of the cabinet reshuffle 
and is in an awkward position because he is supposed to argue for unpopular 
savings measures which go against the dreams of the party congress--and he 

is to do this without any political authority of his own since his authority 
is derived solely from the chancellor. Schmidt, however, has made an 
ultimatum. His prestige is involved--today as well as later. 


The HANNOVERSCHE ALLGEMEINE ZEITUNG comments: Lahnstein is not to be envied 
for his new task. The 1983 budget discussions, which are to begin in a few 
weeks, will be considerably more difficult than those on the current budget 
which brought the coalition to the brink of the abyss several times in the 
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past year. There is no way to avoid exposing relations between the SPD and 
the FDP to new and severe strains because both parties have conflicting ideas 
on how to balance the budget. It will be up to the new finance minister to 
seek compromises which will be satisfactory to both sides. In contrast to 
Matthoefer, however, who as one of the old boys enjoyed the unlimited 
confidence of the SPD faction, Lahnstein must first demonstrate that his 
feelings are oriented far enough to the left. 


The FRANKFURTER RUNDSCHAU states: What is now taking place hardly heralds 

a new beginning; it much rather demonstrates the wasting away of personnel. 

It is most remarkable in this connection that the chancellor is getting some 
of his old crew back again. Is this team of Boelling and Wischnewski supposed 
to conjure up the government successes of past years? It would be a self- 
delusion to expect a healing effort to arise from all this because the old 
times have passed and will not return.

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POLITICAL GREECE 


PAPANDREOU INTERVIEWED ON SOCIALISM, NATO, BASES 
NC241124 Athens ELEVTHEROTIPIA in Greek 22 Apr 82 pp 1, 13 


[Text] Today ELEVTHEROTIPIA publishes Prime Minister Andreas Papandreou's 
interview with U.S. television network ABC correspondent Brinkley. The 
interview, which is 45 minutes long, was given a month ago but ABC has not 
yet broadcast it because--as it has announced--its program was full with 
other timely international events. 





ELEVTHEROTIPIA has secured and is today exclusively publishing the full text 
of the interview. Andreas Papandreou fully clarifies his positions toward 
allies and friends in the Western and Easterm world, capitalism, Marxism and 
existent socialism, and the government's positions toward NATO, the U.S. 
bases and the European countries. 


Brinkley: Mr Prime Minister, few economic professors have had the opportunity 
to govern a country and thus implement their theories. In general lines 
what are your plans for Greece? 


Papandreou: The job here is much more multifaceted than it would have been, 
for instance, in Western Europe. There is the problem of modernizing insti- 
tutions and the problem of the paraeconomy-- that is, middlemen who succeed 
in parasitically absorbing a great part of the national income. 


Brinkley: Who are they? 


Papandreou: In the case of agricultural produce middlemen reap the most, 

which normally should be received by farmers or consumers who thus would pay 
less. This paraeconomy exists everywhere. For instance, tax evasion in 

Greece has acquired fantastic dimensions. In a budget of 900 billion we lose 
about 150 billion in undeclared or unpaid taxes. Consequently we confront the 
problem of modernization and of uncovering all clandestine economic activities, 
revealing them altogehter. However, in addition to this we are socialists. 
What does this mean for Greece? We believe in our "own way," the "third 

way" toward socialism. We believe that social democracy in the West has not 
solved, for the long term nor definitely, capitalism's crisis; nor do we 
believe that the extremely centralized and bureaucratic Eastern socialism, 
"existent socialism" as it is called, corresponds to the basic needs of 

modern man. For this reason, the nucleus of our socialism is the "decentralized 
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democratic program." Basically this means decentralizing the administration. 
It means the transfer of responsibilities and taxes to municipalities, 
communities, provinces and Greece's administrative regions through a reduc- 
tion in the power of the central authority which is excessive in Greece. 
Within the framework of this decentralization we shall afford the opportunity 
to every city, province or region to actively participate with representatives 
in the creation of a 5-year development plan and its implementation after 

its ratification by the chamber, that is the central authority. Decentrali- 
zation and the citizen's participation are the key to what we call socialism. 
Other goals are the modernization of agricultural cultivation through coopera- 
tives which for us are the basis for relations with the provinces on the issue 
of production. We see agricultural cultivation as great agricultural 
industrial units which will make it possible to exploit the possibilities of 
the economy of size because our agriculture has low productivity. In Greece, 
in the industrial sector, we have about 300,000 small businesses, very 

small by any standard, with two-seven people working in them. These people 
represent a great productive potential provided they are given economic and 
technical possibilities and perhaps some form of partnership that will help 
guarantee them raw materials at low cost and more economical relations with 
the market. We have a plan which I believe will work. 


Brinkley: Mr Prime Minister, will you nationalize the banks? 


Papandreou: In fact, Mr Brinkley, the banks have already been nationalized 
in Greece except for one or two small private ones and the foreign banks. 

We are not concerned with the foreign banks; they represent 8 to 10 percent 
of the total banking business. The only thing we demand is adherence to the 
laws. The problem with the banking system is that it must be modernized in 
order to help the goals of our government's development program. Thus far, 
loans have only been given to the big, to the exclusion of medium businesses, 
which explains the bad structure of industrial development in Greece. Enter- 
prises which belong to significant sectors, like steel and cement--so impor- 
tant in Greece--or ship building, will not be nationalized in the classical 
sense. We shall establish a supervisory council above the enterprise which 
will be composed of representatives from the administration, the workers and 
local self-government, and which will guarantee the attunement of the 
enterprise's general strategy with the development program's general goals. 
This is the method we propose and for this reason we call it “the Greek road 
toward socialism." 


Brinkley: You say this is a "third road"; you say that capitalism is passing 
through a crisis, that the countries of Eastern Europe are very centralized, 
that communism is not for Greece--that your way is the "third way." In 
principle, what is capitalism's crisis? As a professor in the United States 
you should know best. 


Papandreou: The crisis is deep and structural. It began after the end of 
the Second World War. This war and Europe's destruction offered fantastic 
opportunities for investment, huge opportunities on an international scale. 
This procedure reinvigorated economies--in the East and the West--with a 
great development pace, year after year. This ended in success. Europe 
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became the competitor of the United States. However, the question now is: 
Where are the great opportunities for profit? My answer is: The Third 
World. The south, in the contrast between the north and the south, could be 
the answer if its income had the capability of absorbing modern products. 
Unfortunately commercial exchanges, thus far, between north and south are 
unfavorable for the south and do not allow it the ability to buy. If we 
could, according to Keynes,--at the international level--give to the south 
the capital with which to buy from the north, ther the problem would be 
solved. But this is difficult in a world separated into states and nations. 
Who will undertake such an initiative? Furthermore modem technology, the 
revolution in what is called "informatik,'' that is "information," computers, 
this technological change--which perhaps is the most significant in human 
history and one which does not require mass investments but rather demands 
brains--is one of the long term sources of the problem of unemployment. 


Brinkley: Because it does not require a great human potential? 


Papandreou: Yes, and this problem has not been tackled. I would say that 
should the market of the Eastern world--that is the Soviets--and the market 
of China open we would have another 30, 40, 50 years of development as we 
knew it in the past. Otherwise we shall face difficult problems to solve, 
and for this reason I suspect that new forms of social and economic organiza- 
tion will develop. What we want to guarantee for Greece is the citizen's 
freedom and right to play an active role in the formation of policy and for 
this reason we call it "Third World" [as published]. As regards income 
policy we shall be progressive, like, for instance, Sweden, giving to the 
poor from the rich--that is, improving the average man. However, the 
significant thing is for the average man to participate in decisionmaking. 


Brinkley: If capitalism is passing through a crisis the same is happening 
to the Soviet camp. They too have huge problems. What prospects do you 
perceive there? 


Papandreou: They have problems for at least two reasons: Because of the 
centralized planning they have one would not expect them to have problems 
since they are not obliged to respect the market. However, because they 
need Western technology in various ways and to a great extent, they have 
linked themselves with the Western economy. For instance, the Polish economy 
is 60-70 percent more dependent on the Westerm economy than it is on the 
Eastern. 


Brinkley: Huge debts to the West. 


Papandreou: Debts worth $28 billion which are not being serviced. In order 
to help Poland the Soviet Union has liquidated almost 2/3 of its assets in 
Western Europe. The second reason is that since the time of the Russian 
revolution the Eastern bloc has occupied itself with the problem of develop- 
ment within the spirit of "arms instead of butter." The critical element 

in the East's development is the increasing role which arms play in its 
budget. 
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Brinkley: They chose arms. 


Papandreou: Yes, and they also chose quick industrial development in great 
strides, something that means a low level of consumption for the people. 

At the same time, however, they are importing Western models and creating a 
feeling of need, deprivation and unfulfilled desires. Truly there exists 

a great crisis in the Eastern world. 


Brinkley: Before the elections you harshly criticized the United States. 
Let us talk about Greece's relations with the United States. Were you 
disappointed by some economic, political or social institutions when you 
were living and teaching in the United States? 


Papandreou: You refer to the United States? 
Brinkley: Yes. 


Papandreou: I can say that I adjusted very well to the social, economic and 
intellectual structures of the United States. Personally, I was afforded 
all opportunities despite the fact that I was Greek. Nobody put obstacles 
before me and I believe I had a successful academic career. I have very good 
memories. Being politicized I had my views on political issues; but being a 
realist I restricted myself to the two existing situations: That is, the 
Republicans and the Democrats. I associated with the Democrats, especially 
with one or two like Stevenson for whom I worked. 


Brinkley: Did you participate in his campaign? 


Papandreou: I had a great friendship with Eugene McCarthy. However, I 
played no political role in the United States. 


Brinkley: We have no Socialist Party. 


Papandreou: This is not a realistic prospect, and I do not think there will 
be one for quite some time. 


Brinkley: You said you will withdraw from NATO. Will you do it? 


Papandreou: In order to reply to this question, I should first mention two 
things: First, here in Greece we have correlated NATO with the 7-year 
dictatorship and its passive--at least--stance to the invasion and occupa- 
tion of Cyprus by an ally, Turkey. Naturally all this belongs to the past. 
It should not affect future activities. The Greeks are willing to do this, 
but we have some very serious problems to confront. We face, and all of us 
agree on this--those of the right, center and left--a threat from the East, 
a threat from the East from within NATO's ranks. Turkey. Both its leaders 
through their statements and the armed forces through their movements have 
made this obvious over the last 8 years. This has forced us to arm ourselves 
beyond our means, spending about 7 percent of our national income on arms-- 
more than any Western country except, perhaps, the United States. At the 
time of the invasion of Cyprus, the then prime minister, Mr Karamanlis, 
withdrew Greece from NATO's military wing. Later, Greece returmed to NATO-- 
2 years ago--without, however, the vindication of the original action that 
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had been taken by Karamanlis in order to impose a solution to the problem 

of Cyprus. The Cyprus problem was not solved, but the government returned 
to NATO. The problem is that as an alliance NATO does not protect our 
eastern boundaries. Since we belong to the NATO military wing, we must 
deply our armed forces to the north, toward the Warsaw Pact, and we must 

arm them accordingly. Let me give you an example. If we want to defend 
ourselves from the north, we should give greater priority to the army than 
to the air force and navy. If we want to defend ourselves from the east, 

we must give priority to the air force and navy. These are important 
military decisions. Unfortunately, when the previous government returned 
Greece to the NATO military wing it left unanswered some questions that are 
very significant for the country's security. The basic question is: Inside 
NATO and as a NATO member will Greece have the right to defend all its realm 
in the Aegean, including the easter islands? Unfortunately, the 'Rogers 
Agreement'' contains a possibility for moving the line to the west, to Turkey's 
benefit. Perhaps for the first time in its history NATO is refusing to one 
of its members--Greece--the right to defend its area, giving this right to 
another member which unfortunately is not behaving like an ally. This is a 
very significant problem. As regards the agreement that was signed for the 
establishment of a NATO headquarters in Larisa which will be similar to 

the Izmir headquarters in Asia Minor, neither the previous government nor we 
took action to establish the so-called "7th Allied Tactical Air Force" (ATAF) 
because we should define--within the NATO fold--the area of our control over 
Aegean airspace. Since we are not prepared to accept anything but the line 
which coincides with our eastern boundaries, we will not proceed with the 
establishment of this headquarters. Mr Brinkley, we could say that for the 
time being we are in a "neither here nor there," "neither in nor out" situa- 
tion as regards NATO and the implementation of the agreement we signed 2 
years ago. 


Brinkley: You are worried about a Turkish threat. You believe that NATO 
is not helping you in this. Don't you fear the Soviet alliance? 


Papandreou: First let us clarify the following: NATO's basic offer...to 

a country...the offer of any alliance to a member state...is the guarantee 

of its borders. Unfortunately, this is not the case for our easter borders, 
as I stressed previously. Does NATO protect us from the north? Allow me to 
say that this issue...more or less is only of academic significance because 
we shall never be invaded by a Balkan country...unless there is a world war; 
that is, it is an issue of an international clash, but even in such a case 
NATO can only guarantee our borders theoretically. Allow me to say this: 

Let us suppose that an action occurs...against Greece from the north. Can 
the United States immediately go to war? I think the decision is for Congress 
to make. There are no ''automatic mechanisms" in NATO, not only because of 
the United States but because..of the constitutions of the other countries. 
However, we should admit that if we go to war with the Soviet Union...the 
Atlantic Alliance will offer protection. This, however, is no consolation... 
because it will concern a world war. A war whose consequences...nobody wants 
to foresee. It will not be a local war. However, Greece's acute problem is 
a local war. A war we hope will never take place, but which can be the 
result only of a clash between Turkey and Greece, and this kind of protec- 
tion is not provided by NATO forces. 
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Brinkley: In Afghanistan, however, there was an invasion without a world war. 


Papandreou: Yes, in Afghanistan and in other countries there have been 
invasions without a world war, in Vietnam and other places of the world as 
well. However, even if something of the sort takes place, then NA10O does 
not guarantee even this. I illustrated the best example of the issue. 


Brinkley: In Europe there is an increasing movement for pacifism and 
neutrality. Does Greece intend to participate? 


Papandreou: I am glad you have asked this question, because this is the 
basic and most important goal in our political ideology, which has a peaceful 
orientation and is against nuclear weapons. We envision a Europe not divided 
by the Yalta Agreement. We believe that war is a thing of the past. Europe 
must place itself beyond the two superpowers, and it should not be divided 

by the Warsaw Pact and NATO. This is why we undertake initiatives on questions 
related to arms limitation and particularly on the limitation of nuclear 
weapons. We are, however, realists and, being a political force within an 
established environment, we cannot hope that the Warsaw Pact or NATO will 

be abolished. Consequently, within the framework of what is feasible we try 
to take a few steps, at least within our own area, that is, the Balkans. 
Within the Balkans I, and others--I believe--will try to have nuclear weapons 
removed from all the Balkan countries. Perhaps we will sign some form of 
joint nonaggression agreement so that we might offer to the world a Balkan... 


Brinkley: Will these agreements be between Balkan countries? 


Papandreou: They will be exclusively "nonaggression" agreements. In this 
way we will be able to offer to Europe and to the world a Balkan community 
that will no longer be "a powderkeg," as it was in the past, but which will 
contribute to peace. Naturally, there is a vision-like element in this and 

I am not sure that we will be able to accomplish something of this sort, 

but this is our contribution to what we consider imperative so that humanity, 
that is, the peace movement, can survive. 


Brinkley: We all desire the abolition of the "Iron Curtain." Do you see 
any possibility of this? 


Papandreou: I do not believe this will happen in our time. I do not foresee 
that we will have the time to see any such development. This division has 
been strengthened by time. There was a period of "detente" after the develop- 
ments in Cuba, for a few years, but I believe that we have returned to the 
climate of "confrontation,'' and I do not know how or when this will end. 
Naturally, all Europeans must see to it that not only "SALT II" but also the 
Geneva negotiations achieve some positive results. The fear of living in a 
world where we can be blown to bits within 5 minutes is not a good prospect, 
particularly not for the young. We have lived our lives and, perhaps, for 

us this is not very important, but it is for the young. 


Brinkley: What is your opinion of the Reagan administration, to the degree 
that it affects you?

Papandreou: I must make it very clear that this is a domestic affair of the 
American people. In respect to how it affects us, first of all there are 
the bilateral Greek-U.S. relations, which are developing at various levels, 
primarily at the ambassadorial level. Over and above this, we also have the 
meetings with Secretaries Haig and Weinberger, whom I met in Brussels. I 
can state that the dialogue is positive for both sides. They know and we 
know that there are two basic problems which require solutions. One is the 
military wing of NATO in conjunction with the Greek-Turkish problem. The 
other, naturally, is the question of the bases, the U.S. military bases, in 
Greece. As you know, there was to have been a revision...a renegotiation, 
under the previous government. We have announced that we hope soon, we hope 
in the summer, we will start new negotiations on the U.S. bases in Greece. 

I have exerted no pressures for an earlier commencement of negotiations, 
awaiting the opportunity to establish the political framework for technical 
discussions. Without fail this requires political talks at the highest 
level, not just one but more, so that we can then proceed to the military and 
later to the technical details. Thus, this is all on Greek-U.S. relations. 
We have had no problems so far. In regard to foreign policy, however, in 
respect to foreign and defense policies, in respect to Europe, I feel--and 

I am not alone in this, it is the common belief in Europe--that there has 
been a fundamental hardening, a deterioration of the climate toward the 
Soviet Union. At the same time, however, there is also a U.S. hardening in 
respect to its demands on its European allies and what they should do. As 
an example, we have the Polish problem and the general spirit of a return to 
the cold war which intimidates the Europeans. Being practical and a pragmatist, 
Schmidt, whom I admire extremely and who is an important U.S. ally, who is 
also facing criticism within his country over the "dual decision" by NATO 

to continue the installation of the "Pershing" and "cruise" missiles, he has 
also had to simultaneously start peace negotiations which might stop the 
installation of these missiles in Europe. This effort does not appear to be 
very serious. These, however, are very important developments for Europe, 
where both sides today stockpile nuclear weapons. 


Brinkley: You state that you are a Marxist. What does this mean in the 
day-to-day practice of politics? 





Papandreou: It simply means that when we study the structure of authority we 
look for the economic roots of every problem. By observing the clashes in 
one country or the clashes and the differences between north and south, we 
interpret them by discovering, under the surface of things, the basic 
relations of authority. I, naturally, stress that Marx was an analyst of 
capitalist society. He wrote about capitalist society. Peculiarly, he did 
not write about socialist society, apart from some few exceptions which were 
also purely visionary. I, consequently, state that this is a method of study 
of history and of forecasting the future. We use this method to shed light 
on the clashing forces. I believe that the main theme of the work of Marx 

is that a new situation is born through clashes. This is an idea which 
belongs both to Engels and to Marx, and this is an important "means." 
Marxism, however as an expression of any set policy, has no effect. It is 
only a method of study and forecasting and not a method for implementing 

a policy. Basically, it makes us more realistic and helps us understand what 
is tangible and what is intangible in respect to social reformation. 
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Brinkley: In other words, you don't foresee a Marxist state? 
Papandreou: There is nothing of the sort. 
Brinkley: Would you like there to be? 


Papandreou: In some of the chapters I read on Marx, I remember that he 
envisioned a society of absolute personal freedom. If man were to be free 

of the limited availability of goods he would then be able to devote his life 
to the improvement and cultivation of his person. Somewhere he also expressed 
the fear of an extremely collective society, which he did not consider as 
Marxist. 


Brinkley: The Soviet Union is not Marxist, but Stalinist? 


Papandreou: It is not Marxist, because as I have stated there is no Marxist 
society. In my opinion, it is a class society with very clear characteristics. 
According to the Marx' analysis, a strong state exists wherever there are 
strong differences. Strong differences in a society lead to a strong state. 
It is, therefore, to be supposed that wherever we have a very collective and 
strong state, we also have important social conflicts, which we describe as 
the "struggle of the classes."' It is difficult to classify the Soviet Union, 
although many have tried. There is a new class, the one of the bureaucracy 
of the party, the army and the industry. Is it a class, or is it simply a 
category of people? These are questions of a technical nature, the answer 

to which is of no importance. What, in any eventuality, we do have is 
basically a different class society, which some describe as "state socialism" 
and others as "state capitalism." 


Brinkley: You view Marxism as a system for thought and not as a political 
system. 


Papandreou: It certainly is a system for thought and not a political system. 
This is because Marx offered a way of studying history by explaining develop- 
ments through the process of struggle and the solutions this offered. He 
always looked for what we call the "materialistic basis," in other words, the 
economic roots of the clash. In reality, he never described a post-capitalist 
society. The only thing we know from his visions--because he basically was 
an investigator of capitalism--and from a classification of these visions, 

is a picture of a very democratic and free society, of a society without a 
state. I must also state that a society without clashes, a society of 
abundance, is a very distant dream. If, however, we observe what we describe 
as “existent socialism,'' the historically "existence socialism''--if it is 
socialism--taking the Soviet coalition as an example, we will then see that 
there the state is very strong. According to Marx, however, this means 
strong social clashes. From this we can deduce a class structure, naturally 
different from that cf the West, a class structure which is represented 
mainly by an all-mighty bureaucracy of the party, which also includes the 
military and the industrial bureaucracy. Thus, it is a mistake to think that 
Marxism as a method of analysis has any relation to any experiments which 
have been carried out to date within real political frameworks. 
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Brinkiey: I have some short questions on matters of interest to the United 
States. You state that the U.S. bases in Greece are under revision and 
renegotiation. Do you want them to go? 


Papandreou: It is clear, Mr Brinkley, that we are generally oriented toward 
peace and a Europe removed from coalitions. Our position on nuclear weapons 
is also well known. With respect to our final goals, therefore, the answer 
is "yes." At the same time, however, we are also politicians within a given 
time and place and we must plan our policy and our strategy on the basis of 
the current structure of authority and the current problems with which we 
are confronted. This is why negotiations on the bases are interrelated with 
critical problems, such as the problem of differentiation between command 
and exercise of control, which I want to put before you. Nowhere is there 
the possibility of a U.S. base not being under U.S. command. This would not 
be realistic. That these bases should be under control, however, is realistic. 


Brinkley: You wouldn't like a Greek base to be commanded by non-Greeks. 


Papandreou: Control, however, is imperative, for two reasons. One, because 
we must be certain that the bases are not being used to create a difficult 
problem for some country with which we have good diplomatic relations. 

This is very important. Second, since we are in a dispute with an ally and 

a member of NATO, Turkey, the information to be gathered there, in the U.S. 
bases, and which is of importance to Greece, should not be made available to 
the other side. Naturally, we can go further. We know that U.S. aid to Turkey 
is generally of a vast nature. West Germany did the same thing until the 
recent government change and the establishment of the junta in Turkey. It 
gave a vast amount of economic aid to Turkey. For us, this is an increasing 
danger. In order to maintain the balance of power in the Aegean, we are 
obliged to spend much. Not only do we get less, but the conditions under 
which we get it are not as favorable as those for Turkey. This serious 
problem of security is the basic political problem related to the base 
negotiations. 


Brinkley: Have you invited al-Qadhdhafi to Athens? 


Papandreou: Al-Qadhdhafi has been invited to visit our country, but this 
will be a visit at the presidential level and not the prime ministerial 

level. The time for such a visit, therefore, will not be decided by me alone, 
but also by the president of the republic. (On the date of the interview, 
there was no report on the official date of al-Qadhdhafi's visit to Greece.) 


Brinkley: There is U.S. speculation on this. In our country, he is 
considered a supporter of terrorism, something of an international gangster; 
| agree with this. 


Papandreou: I, however, do not. We must understand certain things without 
this meaning that I accept or agree with or espouse any action by any 
political leader, including that of al-Qadhdhafi. He took over a country that 
was very backward. The Italians did not allow Libyans to go beyond the 

second grade. He took over a country that had been shamelessly exploited 
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by the oil companies. In a relatively short time, he managed to build homes, 
schools and hospitals for the people. 


Brinkley: He has a lot of money today. 


Papandreou: He has a lot of money. As a result of the drop in oil prices 
and the partial U.S. boycott, he is faced with some serious problems. It 
is not easy anymore to tum oil into dollars. 


Brinkley: The boycott was enforced after Reagan's statement that al-Qadhdhafi 
sent murderers to the United States to assassinate hin. 


Papandreou: It is difficult for me to comment on something which I do not 
know anything about. Retuming to your question, however, it is a tradi- 
tional policy of Greece, as well as something which we have emphatically 
reaffirmed, to develop close economic, trade and cultural relations with the 
Arab world. We believe that Greece is at the crossroads. In some way we 
are like what Spain was at one time.... 


Brinkley: A bridge to Africa? 

Papandreou: The bridge to Africa. The bridge of the Arab world to Europe. 
This role is fully understood. We are not the only ones to believe this. 
They look upon us in this fashion in the Arab countries, and they expect us 
to brief them on and to present the Arab cause in Europe.

BRANDT INTERVIEWED ON GREEK, NATO, EEC PROBLEMS

["Exclusive" interview granted in Bonn by Willy Brandt toTo VIMA correspondent 
Vasos Mathiopoulos and to CORRTERE DELLA SERA of Milan--date not given] 


[Excerpts] The founder of "Ost Politik," which changed the "climate" in 
Eest-West relations in Europe, chairman of the Socialist Intemational, 

former chancellor of the FRG, Nobel peace prize winner and acceptable 
mediator to both superpowers Willy Brandt, is, perhaps, today the topmost 
personality in West Europe. His great experience and the success of his 
political "incisions" on particularly sensitive issues give exceptional weight 
to every single word he has to say on world problems. 


In the following interview--granted exclusively to TO VIMA and to the Italian 
newspaper CORRIERE DELLA SERA--Brandt speaks on the "pressing" problems of 
the world, of Europe, NATO, the EEC and Greece. The following is a gleaning 
of his views which demonstrates the breath of his study and the depth of his 
concern: 


Question: What are your opinions on the activities to date of the Greek 
socialist government under Andreas Papandreou, and how do you view coopera- 
tion between the SPD and PASOK? 


Answer: It was with great satisfaction that we followed the establishment of 
the government under Andreas Papandreou in Greece and its firm development. 
We hope for fruitful cooperation with it. In reference to our parties, it is 
already well known that during the most recent years a close contact and 
relationship developed between the SPD and PASOK. My view is that this is 

to the benefit of the interests of both parties. I do not believe that at 
this stage we need more institutional ties. What is essential is that we 
should utilize and fill the areas of our cooperation whenever opportunities 
are provided and in accordance with the given moment and within the possi- 
bilities made available. 


Question: It is specifically in respect of the Polish problem that I 
would like to ask you whether it is not an unbearable burden for Wester 
Europe, an area where democratic parliamentary regimes are operating, that 
it has within it a military dictatorship like Turkey? How do you view the 
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fact that in respect of the martial law in Poland most official Europeans 
appear to be indignant, but that in respect of the situation prevailing 

in Turkey--where human rights are being systematically trampled upon--there 
is general understanding? Could such a position be considered credible? 


Answer: It cannot be credible. In accordance to my own principles I condem 
the dictatorial regime in Turkey. We cannot have double standards when we 
deal with such situations. In respect of this, however, I must mention that 
since NATO came into existence there has been an alternation of civilians and 
the military in authority. This is not the first time this has happened. 
Perhaps this partially explains why there are different statements. I 
receall myself that when I was minister of foreign affairs I had to deal with 
this problem of Turkey as well as other countries at that time which did not 
have democratic regimes. 


[ wish to reiterate, however, as well as to emphasize, that wherever it is a 
question of respect of democratic rights of the citizens or of the indepen- 
dence of labor trade unions, it is wacceptable that in the case cf Poland 
there should be utilization of different measures and that others should be 
applied under a different light within the bosom of the alliance in respect 
of a member state--a member which disregards and violates human rights.

PS POSITION ON CONSTITUTIONAL REVISION DESCRIBED 
Lisbon O JORNAL in Portuguese 2 Apr 82 pp 2-3 


[Article by Carneiro Jacinto: "Eanes and Soares Agree on Undiminished Presi- 
dential Authority"™] 


[Text] The PS [Socialist Party] will submit a proposal to the constitutional 
revision commission, just after the Easter holidays, providing for double 
cabinet responsibility, to the president and the Assembly of the Republic, 
authority for the chief of state to dissolve the Assembly of the Republic, 
having heard the (nonbinding) recommendation of the council of the republic, 
and to dismiss the prime minister, in order to make the functioning of the 
democratic institutions more viable. Under these conditions, there is every 
indication that the president of the republic will in substance retain his 
current authority, which may even be expanded where the capacity to dissolve 
the parliament is concerned. Similarly, the possibility that the PR [president 
of the republic] will resign seems definitely excluded. 


The new position which has now been adopted by the party leadership also corre- 
sponds to the desires of the minority, which has always defended the need 

to avoid reduction of the authority of the president of the republic. This 

PS policy, apparently a definitive one, emerged in the course of the series 

of talks held in this connection last week with the president of the republic 
by a socialist delegation headed by Mario Soares. 


According to our sources, the president set forth to the socialists, asa 
basic issue where the revision of the constitution is concerned, the need 

to maintain the principle of double responsibility as a way of avoiding dis- 
tortion of the current semi-presidential regime and also to avoid deceiving 
the electorate which elected him in 1980 as to the promises made. 


Dissolution of the Assembly 


In this connection, to judge from our information, the issue of double respon- 
sibility is more important to Eanes than whether or not he has authority freely 
to dismiss the prime mini»ier. The president even seems to have admitted 

that the retention of tit current structure of authority, with the power freely 
to dissolve the Assembly of the Republic added, might be excessive. He is 

even reported to have acknowledged that perhaps the dissolution of the Assembly 
of the Republic should be preceded by a recommendation, possibly binding, 
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from the council of the republic, and that some restrictions might be placed 
on the authority to dismiss the prime minister. Eanes is said even to have 
said he might possibly accept conditions imposed on the power to dismiss the 
prime minister. As to the authority to dissolve the Assembly of the Republic, 
Mario Soares, however, insisted that the recommendation of the council of 

the republic should not be binding, unlike what is the case currently with 

the authority of the council of the revolution in this connection. 


In his meeting with the socialist delegation, Eanes made no reference to the 
possibility of abandoning his term of office or presenting his resignation 
for lack of agreement with the terms of the constitutional revision. He ex- 
pressed the view that the revi.-on should be speedy, and he defined his posi- 
tion, analyzing each of the issues involving his authority. 


Socialist Party Posts 


Mario Soares, from what we could learn from the socialist sector, indicated 
agreement with the majority of the views defended by Eanes and even hastened 
to make it clear that he has never said publicly that he is against double 
cabinet responsibility. 


This position, and later statements by Jaime Gama--in violation of request 
made at a parliamentary group meeting that the deputies refrain from public 
statements--caused a certain unease between the majority and the minority. 


While a source in the party leadership tells us that the issue of double re- 
sponsibility was never in question and that it is the "Constancio document" 
which limits the political responsibility of the cabinet to the Assembly of 
the Republic alone, a representative challenged "this exploitation of the 
moment ,"’ saying that Constancio, in earlier parliamentary sessions, sought, 
through his proposal, only to reflect a possible consensus between the two 
sectors, difficult though it might be to obtain. 


Circles close to the majority say further that “in the final analysis, it 

is those who always claim to be closest to Eanes who fail to understand that 
the president sought and has always believed the most important thing to be 
the authority to dismiss the prime minister.'' The comment of groups close 

to the minority is that "this position now is at the very least hypocritical." 


it would, then, be time tor Soares "to ally himself" with Eanes and support 
him "until the end of his term of office." The minority, although it does 

not accept the aspersions now being cast upon it, will not create any major 
problems in the path of the solution adopted by the party leadership either. 


Military Leadership Issue 


Another problem dealt with during the interview and pertaining to the consti- 
tutional revision was the question of the military commanders. Eanes is re- 
ported to have explained his viewpoint on the subject, which is not in agreement 
with the proposal already adopted within the PS, according to which the CEMGFA 
[Armed Forces Chief of Staff] is appointed by the president on the recommendation 








of the cabinet. The president seems to believe, however, that this alternative 
is positive, with the end of his term of office in mind, at which point he 
thinks he should be elected as a civilian president. According to Eanes, 
historic reasons and even the present situation dictate that until that time, 
it will be better to keep things as they are. 


In any case, the president seems resigned to the viewpoint defended by the 
majority of the parliamentarians since, among other things, no agreement has 
been signed between him and the PS on this subject. 


This meeting, lasting more than 3 hours, served basically to bring Soares 

and Eanes closer together again. In this connection, the secretary general 

of the PS defended the desirability of regularizing these talks, and plans 

were made for the two politicians to meet again after Eanes returns from Angola. 
"With this step," a majority leader in the PS tells us, "Eanes ceased to be 

the 'president of the PC,' and this is very important." 


President Opposes Dismissal 


A large part of the talk was devoted to an analysis of the current political 
situation. Mario Soares expressed the view that the present cabinet is not 
viable and should speedily be replaced. Basically, Eanes is reported to have 
thought that the prime minister retains the confidence of the majority, and 
therefore should not be dismissed, that the country has great hopes for the 
constitutional revision, such that it is necessary to speed it up, and that 
the Assembly of the Republic should not be dissolved prior to so doing, and 
that there is no generalized teeling of rejection in the country on the part 
of social forces and the people justifying the dismissal of the cabinet. 


No Socialist Alternative 


The president of the republic is further reported to have made it clear to 

the socialist delegation that the PS talks of the need to replace the cabinet 
but does not put forth any alternative scenario. In brief, the president 
believes that there are not at this point political reasons which would justify 
the dismissal of the cabinet or the dissolution of the Assembly of the Republic. 


When he was interviewed on television on Tuesday, Mario Soares changed his 
most recent statement to some extent, saying only that he "would agree to 
the dissolution of the Assembly of the Republic," which was interpreted as 
being the result of his exchange of view with the president of the republic. 


Generally speaking, the meeting with Eanes was regarded by the PS leadership 
as "very positive,'' because, among other things, as we have already said, 

it allowed Mario Soares te extract some dividends both with regard to the 

PS minority and the AD [Democratic Alliance] itself. Beyond this, the agree- 
ment in principle with the president of the republic consolidates the key 
position of the PS on the process of constitutional revision. 


"Naturally, we would be willing to negotiate with the AD were the need to 


arise and we want to move ahead with the revision as speedily as possible," 
a leader of that party told us. 
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It remains to be seen how the AD will react and what "exchange currency" it 
will demand. The truth is that, following the meeting with Eanes, constitu- 
tional revision is once again, if indeed it ever ceased to be, in the hands 
ot the PS. As someone said, "the constitutional revision is a matter between 
the PS and the president."

TURKMEN DISCUSSES MIDEAST, U.S., GREEK RELATIONS

correspondent Yavuz Gokmen in Ankara--date not specified] 


[Excerpts] Question: Sir, will there be a war between Britain and 
Argentina? 


Answer: We sincerely hope that some form of solution will be found. However, 
time is becoming shorter and shorter. We can't help watching the situation 
with anxiety. Britain has announced a 200-mile restricted zone around the 
Falkland Islands. Reports say that a restricted air zone is going to be 
announced as well. These are signs that we are nearing the point of conflict. 


Question: Let us shift to the Middle East, if you wish? A very tense 
atmosphere prevails there. 


Answer: The continuation of the conflict between Iran and Iraq is causing 
anxiety. There is also tension between Syria and Iraq. We have felt the 
direct effects of this tension. A complication has arisen, particularly 

in railway transportation. Our policy is to maintain harmony among the 
Islamic countries. We hold the opinion that harmony among the Islamic states 
is of paramount importance in the joint struggle they are waging against 
Israel. Israel has recently been increasing its what we may call irresponsible 
and insolent acts. The latest air attack, the provocations it has resorted 
to in Gaza and the West Bank and the atmosphere it has created in Jerusalem 
in a manner that hurts the feelings of the Islamic countries prove the 
irresponsibility and the insolence of its actions. Israel is bound to 

suffer in the end for its aggressive behavior. 


Question: We have tried to find the Falkland Islands on the globe. Would 
we, we wonder, easily find Turkey on the globe? 


Answer: Yes, quite easily. Probably if you were to come in touch with 
peoples in some parts of Latin America, they would not be able to find Turkey 
on the map. But a vast majority of the world knows where Turkey is.

Question: Let us tackle the question figuratively. Let us find Turkey's 

place not geographically but politically. It is being argued that Turkey 

is gradually breaking away from the West and shifting toward the East. Do 
you think that Turkey is taking its place in a new world? 


Answer: It is impossible to argue that by increasing its economic relations 
with the Arab countries Turkey is decreasing its economic relations with the 
West. It is true that our exports to the Arab countries reached a very high 
level in 1981. Naturally, it is not correcc to draw great conclusions from 
export figures in 1 year. I am certain that our exports will continue to 
increase, if political circumstances permit. We always have to bear in mind 
political circumstances. Here is an example: Our exports to Iraq will sutfer 
some setbacks because of the closure of the Syrian-Iraqi border. Certain 
strains [sikintilar] have developed in our relations with Libya. There are 
probably some political reasons behind it, as you know. Therefore, it is 
impossible to provide guarantees for the future. 


Question: Can you deny that the West is behaving cooly toward us? 


Answer: You are generalizing. As far as we are concerned, NATO is the most 
important organization in the West, and the United States is the most 
powerful state in the West. The United States is not at all behaving cooly 
toward Turkey. In fact, relations between Turkey and the United States have 
never been as good as they are today. Cooperation between Turkey and the 
United States is promising both in the fields of economy and defense. We 
have reached a very mature stage in Turkish-U.S. relations. After many 
experiences, both sides have come to better appreciate the true significance 
and the need for cooperation. There has never been a better understanding 
between Turkey and the United States than there is today. 


Question: In what state are our relations with the Soviet Union? 


Answer: Good neighborly relations have been our main principle since the 
1960's. 


Question: Do you mean that there are no problems at all? 


Answer: Naturally, we do have serious divergences in international issues, 
but these divergences have not affected bilateral relations. 


Question: Now let us discuss Greece, if you wish. 


Answer: At the moment, we are not in a position to make an optimistic 
appraisal of our relations with Greece. The Greek Government is continuing 

to be argumentative. Only recently, the Greek prime minister spoke of Turkish 
threats again. If the Greek Government desires to resume talks, it must 

sav so. The most important thing for us is not the mere resumption of 

talks. Greece must essentially refrain from faits accomplis and unilateral 
actions in matters to be taken up. This is the point we have always stressed. 
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Question: Will there be a retaliation if faits accomplis are created? 


Answer: There will be a retaliation, as stressed by our honorable prime 
minister in one of his speeches. 


Question: You mean the clouds of war have not yet been scattered? 


Answer: A war situation does not exist. It is not correct to evaluate the 
circumstances in this manner, but there is a serious situation. 


Question: Honorable minister, we have had a serious interview. 
Answer: (Smiling) Foreign affairs is a serious matter. 
Question: But diplomats can make witty remarks. 


Answer: You know the difference between women and diplomats: If a woman 


says "no," she means "perhaps." If she says "perhaps,'' she means "yes." 
If a diplomat says "yes,'' he means "perhaps.'"' If he says "perhaps," he 
means "no." If he says "no," he is not a diplomat.

TURKMEN ADDRESSES COUNCIL OF EUROPE MEETING 
TA291706 Ankara Domestic Service in Turkish 1600 GMT 29 Apr 82 


[Text] Foreign Minister Ilter Turkmen has said that Turkey attaches 
importance to its relations with the Council of Europe; however, these 
relations cannot be continued through the one-sided efforts by Turkey. 


Turkmen delivered a speech at the Council of Europe Ministerial Committee 
meeting in Strasbourg today. In his statement, Turkmen said that Turkey 
attaches importance to its relations with the Council of Europe and the 
Council of Europe, too, must attach importance to its relations with 

Turkey. Noting that the attitude of the council created disappointment in 
Turkey, Turkmen stated that the Turkish people have not displayed an emotional 
reaction to this situation because of their loyalty to the existing administra- 
tion and to democratic beliefs; however, the patience of Turkish public 
opinion is not endless. Turkmen continued: Regardless of the stance of our 
partners, the process of establishing democracy in Turkey will continue in 
accordance with the announced dates. However, a negative attitude to be 
adopted by the Council of Europe countries would adversely affect Turkey's 
relations with these countries even after the establishment of parliamentary 
democracy. The council countries must evaluate the developments from this 
aspect, endeavor to reach balanced judgments and renounce their decisions 
taken in a bid to apply pressure. 


Turkmen pointed out that the negative stand adopted by certain countries 
known for their hostile attitude toward Turkey under the pretense of 
defending democracy is causing indignation in Turkey. He noted that basic 
rights and freedoms in Turkey are guaranteed by the 1961 constitution--which 
is currently in effect--and he added that certain temporary measures taken do 
not in any way affect the basic rights and freedoms. 


Referring to claims of torture, Turkmen said that the administration in 
Turkey is dealing with these claims with great sensitivity and that the 
necessary proceedings are being conducted against those responsible. Turkmen 
pointed out that most of the claims put forward particularly by Amnesty 
International were found to be unfounded following investigations. Turkmen 
added that the unionists who are currently on trial are being tried for 
their illegal actions by courts that existed before 12 September 1980 and in 
accordance with laws that existed prior to that date, and not for their 

union activities.

HERNU, PETSOS COMMENT ON WAR INDUSTRY PROTOCOL

[Text] French Defense Minister Charles Hernu departed for his country at 
1800 [1500 GMT]. At a press conference before his departure, Mr Hernu 
referred to the Greek-French draft agreement that was signed, stressing that 
in the future it will determine common French-Greek plans in the armaments 
sector. The French defense minister said that there are very broad possi- 
bilities for cooperation in the aeronautical engineering sector in which 
Greece has, as he said, ability and experience. He then said that Greece 

has shown interest in being supplied with the Mirage-2000 military aircraft 
as well as with ground-to-air defense systems. He added, however, that there 
are presently no agreements on these. 


Referring to the draft agreement, the French minister said that it is devoid 
of all political expediencies, because we absolutely believe in cooperation 
with Greece and we respect the independence of the Republic of Greece. Our 
wish is, he continued, to end Greek dependence on the big powers in the 
armaments sector. He pointed out that the agreement fulfills the Greek 
Government's desire to do away with middlemen and transactions between the 
two countries. 


Deputy National Defense Minister Petsos then spoke and said that the agree- 
ment is for 5 years and that it contains three basic points. 


l. It creates the prerequisites for transforming the Greek military industry 
from a repair to a manufacturing industry. 


2. It achieves the goal of changing Greece's armaments sources. 


3. It neutralizes the middleman, who harms transactions and the interests 
of states. 


Mr Petsos also said that in the future two supplements of the agreement 

will be compiled. The first supplement will describe the sectors of coopera- 
tion between the two c>:mtries, and the second supplement the annual accounting 
for the work of both governments in the sector of mutual cooperation. 

Mr Petsos clarified that no conditions have been made that will stop Greece 
from being supplied with military equipment from any source that it desires.

CITIZEN JAILED FOR SPYING--Schleswig, 22 Apr (DPA)--The Schleswig-Holstein 
higher regional court in Schleswig today sentenced GDR citizen Herbert 
Lemberg from East Berlin to 2 years' imprisonment for intelligence activity 
and assistance in the forging of documents. Explaining the verdict, the 
presiding judge said that the trial of 59-year-old Lemberg had proved beyond 
doubt that he is guilty of secret service activity. The court found it 
proved that Lemberg, a teacher equipped with false identity papers, had 

been in possession of a film containing eight pictures of ordinance survey 
maps showing Bundeswehr supply installations. The court learned that Lemberg 
had received the film from an unidentified person in order to take them to 
the GDR. The accused, who is a member of the SED, remained silent in face 
of the charges. His defense stated today that the charge of inteliigence 
activity could not be disputed, but pleaded that his client had merely been 
acting as a courier and did not know what the film contained.
